MR DUNSMUIR 

Tlie retirement of Mr. James Duns- 

muir from the ownership and mnnage- 
ineiit of the great interests, willi which 
the name of his family hag been for so 
.'ilone 'a time .associated, is an Incident 
'■W more than usual Interest dnd im- 
portance. It is Interesting because of 
the prolonged nncl close Irtentlficatloii 
;o£ Mr. Dunsmulr and his father >vlth 
^tho affairs of British Columbia; it Is 
^important because It marks the begin- 
ning of a new era In Industrial develop- 
ment in the province, the purchase of 
his properties being the first invest- 
ment of any very great amount of capi- 
tal by eastern Canadians In any single 
-i^^nterprlse here. The change will be 
'regarded by the oldci* residents of the 
community with somewhat mixed feel- 
liiKE. There will be pleasure because of 
(he recogniUon, by such eminent busl- 
; 11688. men as the purchasers of the 
^property, of the great present value 
and potential expansion of one of Van- 
couver Island's most valuable re- 
sources; there will be regret at the 
breaking of old business ties and at 
the disappearance of an honored name 
;irom, an arena where it so long occu- 
•?pled the most conspicuous place. We 
venture to thlnlt that there will be a 
very general feeling of rfegret among 
Mr. Dunsmulr's hundreds of former 
-employees. In his relations with Ills 
.'men Mr. James Dunsmulr, like his 
father before him, was always actuated 
by a sense of Justice, andra sympathy 
that found expression in acts rather 
(than In words. Doubtless he made his 
'■' mistakes; a man of strong convictions 
IS liable to error; but those wlio know 
lilin best will bear out the statomcnt 
that he always, in his dealings with his 



the province that he was in the legis- 
lature at that time, and was therefore 
available tor the premiership. He did 
not seek the po.sltlon, and this is the 
testimony of one wiio Icnows whereof 
he speaks; he only de.ilred to give what 
help ho could to any one who might 
bo selected as premier. He declined to 
consider the fiueation of his appoint- 
ment, suggesting the names of other 
members, to whom he would be willing 
to give all the support that lay In his 
power. The argument that prevailed 
with him was that It was his duty to 
take the position although It involved 
the acceptance of unfamiliar responsl- 
bllltle.^ and the assumptions of new 
and heavy burdens. He was porauadcd, 
thouf/h not without difticulty. that h\s 
unique place in the provincial business 
world gavjB hlni:a quajlity.y^^^^ "Jj^e^ 
than in 'the legislature 'possessed,'' and 
that his personal Identification with 
tlie direction of public affairs would 
automatically restore confidence. jMucli 
against his oiyn wishes, he agreed to 
accept the invitation of the Iiieutoriant- 
Govornor to form ii ministry, Init h« 
stipulated to those, who had iiry:ed 
him to do so, that ho should feel at 
llSerty to retire when he thought ho 
had served tlie purpose for which at 
their solicitation he accepted ofllce. 
T)io result was as anticipated, and 
wlien It had been fully acconipllsheil 
and political stability had been restor- 
ed, he handed the Lieutenant-Governor 
his resignation. It was a brief, but 
highly honorable and valuable pojltlcal 
career, and it seems fitting that this 
sliort appreciation of it should be pul 
on record at this time. We are not; ol 
those who believe In waiting until hi 
can no longer know what is said ol 
him, before gl-ving credit to a man, 
who lias rendered a service to lila 
country. When after the expiration of 
Sir Henry Joly's term Of otttce, Mr. 
Dunsmulr was appointed to the lieu- 
tenant-governorship, the consensus of 
oi)lnion was that he received a recog- 
nition that was his due, and in the 
discharge of the duties of his posltoii 
lie exhibited the same sense of .duty 
that had characterized his previous 
public life, and also dispensed a liberal 
and graceful hospitality. In which he 
was greatly assisted by Mrs. Duns- 
mulr, whoso unassuming and kindly 
manner had already endeared her to a 
large circle of friends. 

The great Dunsmulr interests liavo 
passed Into new control. Other hands 
win add to the gi'catness of the fabr

One 
of the orators of a by-gone generation 
luul told them,. that "eternal vigilance 
is the |)rlcei of' ilberty," arid the Idea 
became associated in the youthful 
mind with the tliouglit that they iiiusl 
always bo watchful of ICnshuid. 'J'he 
orator meant only tliat they should 
always bo watchful of themselves, as 
a subsequent generation has realized, 
but at k-ast one generation of youthful 
Unitod States citizens believed it was 
a warning- against po.s.slble assaults 
from Great Britain, Tlio passionate 
orations of revolutionary days lent 
themselves . readily to the rcqulre- 
mcuts of school exercises, and every 
Ilttlo Vaiikce ol" tlioin ail huw lilmscdf 
In Iniagination shaking his fist at King 
George and exclaiming: "As for nic, 
give me liberty or give me death." It 
is by little things like this that na- 
tional' character is formed. But ail 
that Is passing away. Our neighbors 
are seeing things In their proper per- 
spective, as they are getting further 
away from them, and now Inter- 
ests have -been created which give 
tlioni something else to think about 
than the wrongs, real or Imaginary, 
that they liave suffered ut the hands 
of past generations of Englishmen. 
They have reached an assured posi- 
tion and liavo no longer the toucliiiiosa 
of new comers.

John H. McGraw, of .Seattle, Is dead. 
To most of the present residents of 
the Xort|iwest Coast, that Is. those wlio 
have come here during the past ten 
years, the annoiinceiiiont will not mean 
very much; but to those who arc fa- 
miliar with- the history of the State of 
Washington, It will toll tho story of 
the pnssing of a iiioneer. .Mr. McOraw 
was not an old man at the time of lils 
death, for he bad not seen hl.s sl.xtiotli 
year, \yhcn ho last visited Victoria 
he called at the Colonist office and 
spent an hour In conversation over tho 
past anil discussing tho future. He 
was then as fine a speclineii of pros- 
perous manhood as one would care to 
see. Ho was cosmopolitan In his ideas, 
and like all the- pioneers he regarded 
the Northwest Coast as a unit. He was 
eciu.'ill.v (Mithiisiastlc, whether he was

Ho'declaifes-.tliat this 
disQgrooment is th'olgreatflSt dahiser to 
peace In Kuropo £('rid''-In?-tlVe ■world, is 
the groat evil and fldriger-of the pres- 
ent moment, Is'ikiseplhgr inorc than one 
country from progress towards pros- 
perity, and that in one case, at least, 
Britain cannot win, but must yield 
graciously or nn;Traei r.-.^'y. 

Sir 'AVllllam Bamsay is thinking 
mainly of Turkey and writing directly 
upon "it. Me tinds both in Constanti- 
nople and Germany that the Kuropcaii 
discord Is keeping back Asiatic reform 
and advance: "It blocks the way for 
everything: you inquire into almost 
any matter that is hanging In suspencc,

The most Hint 
could be expected from a war with 
Kngland would be tlie . destruction of 
lioth fleets, and C.ennan affairs in Tur- 
key would be worso ol'f than before." 
Germany, by this reading, is not build- 
ing against England, except In so far 
as Kngland.may. choose, to- work again.sl 
her '(.\sia.tlc' plans. Arid Sir '\V. lyim- 
sey Is convinced that Kngland ha.s no 
reason, or reasonable motive, for check- 
ing that nioveuieat (>aslward.

During Jast week the entire coal 
hoklinffa of tho Hon. Jamos Duns- 
muir UDon Vancouver Islaiul passed 
into the possession of William Mac- 
kenzie, tlie preaidunt of tho Canadian 
Northern Raiiw.ay and member of tlio 
firm of Mackenzie & Mnnn, tho great 
railway builders of Canada. 

Tho transaction Is rornarkahle in 
more -wava than one. The sum of 
money involved amounted to somo- 
thlns like eleven millions of dollars; 
tho deal is yet another earnest of tho 
great captain of industc's interest 
in British CoJumbia un'd Vancouve;- 
Island in particular; it marks the re- 
tirement from coal mining of the 
Dunsmuir family after a period of 
nearly sixty years in vrhlch they, 
fatlier and son. have dominated it, — 
a period which practically Is synony- 
mous with the settlement of tho Is- 
land, the oldest settlement on the Pa- 
ciiic seaboard of Canada. 

In the industrial development of tho 
island the name of Dunsmuir bulkd 
larger by far than any other.

These did not prove successful and 
Captain Lascellcs for whom he w.'is 
acting sold them at a loss, and Bucit- 
ley, an En.gllfihman, wlio later acquir- 
ed them, ultimately wont broke over 
them. Tho Bank of British Columbia 
had to take them over and they wore 
actiuirod by tho Vancouver Coal Com- 
pany and they did much prospecting, 
but they proved a failure. 

"But after this attempt with Cap- 
tain L>ascellcs, father went on his own 
account. He was prospecting flie coun- 
try g.inerally around Nanaimo, v.'ith 
Indifferent success. One evening he 
was sitting in Harvey's store at Na- 
naimo where people used to congre- 
gate and smoke and talk, when a man 
luiiiu'J Jimmy Hamilton said to him: 
" 'Come out to Diver lake with me 
tomorrow and have n fish.?' 

"Father consented and the next day 
drove out to the lake. Ilamilton sat 
down to fish, but when father had 
tied fils horse he went prospecting 
around on his seemingly endless 
search. 

"When he came, home that evening, 
he said to mother: 'I've jCound coal. 
Tomorrow I'll take .old Isbester and 
I'll have It certain before I come 
back.' 

"Wext day with Isbester he drove 
out to the spot he had marked the day 
previous. On the side of a little cliff 
he had noted favorable Indications. 
They traced It down, first the con- 
glomeration, then the sandstone, then 
tho shales and nrially the '"crop," 

"He had the coal.- 

"After that he took two miners In 
with him, John Kodenfel, and a man 
named Birmingham. They ran In a top 
seam about two feet and a half and 
It proved of little account. Tho other 
two got discouraged and went away 
but father remained. 

"He commenced to search around 
in tlio neighborhood and at tho foot 
of an old tree lie found black dirt. A 
foot and a half below the surface of 
tills lie found the coal outcropping. 
He went back a few feet and ran In a 
tunnel, and laid tare a ton foot seam 
of |coal. Ho i^vas overjoyed. 

"Wanting capital to develop It ho 
wont to Lieut. Dlggle, of H. M. S. 
Grappler. 'I'lie latter put In some 
money and thc-y commenced develop- 
ing. PLequlring more capital the two 
took In Captain F.gerton and this 
gave them a further start. Then final- 
ly tho three of them toolc in the ad- 
miral of the ficot .itationed here. Ad- 
miral I'^arQuhar ;uid devolopqnont on a 
larger scale wns inaugurated. 

"The coal took well on tho market. 

It ^\'^as .at ifirst lliaulod Iby oxteami 
to a Uttle wharf which had lieon 
built at the bay and here lightered 
out to tho vessels wlilcli conveyed it 
to Esriulmnlt for their first customer 
was tho navy. 'J'hey marketed all tho 
coal thoy could mine. 

"13ut people could not be convicnod 
that the mines would over prove of 
Lasting value. Father's jiartiiers to a 
degree seemed to share this opinion. 

"First of all tho threo partners 
bought out Admiral 'Farqiihar; then 
tho remaining two bought out Egor- 
ton, the firm remaining for a long 
tlmo Dunsmuir, DIgglo & Co. After 



the lapse of some years father bought 
out Lileut. Dlggle. 

"It was after this that we branched 
out In San Francisco and Increased 
our output. Whon we started first, 
father said that hb was satisfied with 
thirty tons of coal a day. He would 
remonstrate when we Increased the 
output to forty tons, fifty tons, sixty 
tons and so on until we eot Xip to 
500 tons a day. After that we could 
not mine it fast enough, for him. He 
had feared, for^tho. market but with 
tho yeaw"-g6ingjon.HK(3, jh'arketf^^ 
broadened and the>coal*^'WO«;,'la great 
demand; ' '' 

"I had by thjp time ri>e6'6me Iden- 
tified wth the business.' At' the age of 
sixteen I ^veht-'lnto-'Ta'^ machine shop 
and learned 'a trade. I can handle any 
tool -to this day, carpenter or run 
machinery. 'When I was twenty-one 
years of age I went with father ' to 
the mines, and these were placed af- 
ter a time in my charge while father 
stationed himself at the shipping 
point. 

"I weighed tho first coal shipped to 
San Francisco In tho ship Cosare- 
witoh and I remember that we paid 
$G a ton freight on it. Tho freight is 
now $1.50 a ton. The coal we laid 
down at tho wharf for ?fl a ton and 
wo sold it In San Francisco to agents 
who In turn disposed of it to tho re- 
tail trade. It coat the consumer about 
$22 a ton. Toady it costs the con- 
sumer about in or $13 a ton. - 

Meanwhile there had come tho fed- 
eration of British Columbia v.-lth the 
Dominion, the dissatisfaction of this 
province with Its treatment ,tho Car- 
narvon agreement and finally tho E. 
& N. proposal. Father obtained from 
the ' legislature tho franchise carrying 
with It 2,000,000 acres of land, the 
coal, etc. He had associated witli him 
tho Big Four of : the .Southern Pacific: 
Coins potter Ittintingdon, Mark Hop- 
kins, LeTand 'Stanford, and Charles 
Crocker. 'With' the inception of this 
work father. rnoVed to Victoria, and I 
took hla place cat: the shipping point 
.My brother, had, change of tho San 
i-ranclsoft' piftoes':,^i^hlre'' by,-now the 
coal was sold dlrebfto-tKe retailer. 

"The K. &.J«J, Tvaa.bullt from 33saul- 
malt ,to' N'analmo. ''The .undertaking 
was a costly ' one, , but . In' addition to 
tho land grant thoy got $10,000 a mile 
subsidy for the road, from .Esauimalt 
to Nanaimo, but no subsidy for the 
portion from Victoria to 'Esquimau and 
from Nanaimo to AVeilingtoii. A\'linn he 
liad completed the railroad he com- 
menced to open up the Union mines in 
1888. but died in 1889 • before ' they 
woro shipping. 

"On his death the management of 
tho business devolved ijpon my brother 
and myself. He" became the president 
of tho railroad and managed the sell- 
ing agency of the mines In San Fran- 
cisco, Willie 1 was prescient of tho 
coal comjiany. I was compelled to 
move then to Victoria. I had all these 
years been In charge of the mines. I 
obtained a good all" round experiejico. 
I worked sometimes fourteen or Jif- 
teon hours a day and with my hands 
as well as my head. If- an engineer 
was oft; I learned, to run an engine. 
I am proud of the fact' that I am a 
good mechanic and llko to own it. 

"Since father's death I have open- 
ed out tho Como.N; mines, built coke 
ovens, opened the Unions mine started 
before his death, opened tho Exten- 
sion mines, and developed them to 
what they are 'today. I also opened tho 
Alexandra nilno. 

"Tlie shipping mine at "SVellington 
was putting out 1,000 tons' a day at 
the death of my father. Tho mines 
today are puttln,? out 3,a00 tons of coal 
a day. There has ' been more, develop- 
ment since 1889 that there was prior 

to It. -, . " ■■- : • ., / 

■ Kinco the' death of my » brother In 
190O I havoi had charge Of ' the' entire 

interests. 

"M.v first action was to buy out tho 
four San Francisco shareholders who 
had <a half interest in tho railway and 
the Comox mines. I paid them $1,500,- 
000 for their share. This crippled mo 
for cash for the business for a time, 
but I did not regret trie step. 

"1 sold the K. iSi. j\. iiaihvay to the 
C. P. R., three years ago, for $3,000,- 
000 the land going with it, reserving 
the coal rights. I have finally sold these 
to Mr, Mackenzie. 

"1 liave done my part and holped to 
build up British Columbia and es- 
pecially Vancouver Island. Now I'm 
going tO' enjoy myself," 

His Political Career. 

Mr. Dunsmuir always took a great 
interest in the political affairs of tho 
province, nevertheless it was with some 
surprise that his friends learned of 
bts intention to contest the constit- 
uency of Comox' during tho provincial 
elections of 189S, -He was elected, and 
tOQk his place in the House aa a pri- 
vate member, giving a close and in- 
telligent attention to public matters. 
These were troublous times in the 
political iiistory of the province. Lieut- 
enant-Governor Mclnnos liad dismissed 
Hon. J. H. Turner and his colloaguCH 
from ollice in a very summary tusnion, 
and it was not long before Hon. Clias. 
Somlin, who formed tlie iie.Kt cabinet, 
found his occuiiation gone. Hon. .losepli 
Martin was then called in. Ho formed 
a hodge-podge ministry, and appealed 
to. tho people in 1900. At the election 
Jlr. Dunsmuir was a candidate for 
Soutli AVellington, a constituency In 
whlcli he carried on large operations, 
as he did also ■ in Comox. Ho wa:! 
again eleeloil. It is a somewliat not- 
able thing that, a largo employer of 
labor, his employees being men of tho 
most independent typo and accustomed 
to assert their views without hesita- 
tion or regard to their .employer's 
opinions, ho should have,' on two occa- 
sions,' been tlielr choice fo^ representa- 
tion Iti the IfigWature, where their in- 
terests were certain to' bo subjects of 
legislation. These expressions of their 
confidence^ In his scn.so of fair play and 
Justice were regarded by Mr. Duns- 
muir with a Justifiable pride. 

'When the result of the elections 
showed that Mr. Martin could not carry 
on an administration, tho eyes of tho 
jiubllc turned to Jlr. Dunsmuir as tlie 
next premier. The disturbed condition 
of politics, tho failure of the revenue to 
moot the refiuirement.s of the province 
and tlio general feeling of uncertainty 
begotten b.v these things had brought 
the name of British Columbia into an 
unpleasant notoriety. It was felt that 
something should be. done ^to restore 
conftdehce, ■ arid' ito - men calm Judg- 
ment it spemed ■as'If'what •ivas wanted 
more than anythlngf 'else was that the 
new premier should be' a man concern- 
ing tho safety' and conservatlsn'i of 
whoso Ideas and . methods there could 
bo no doubt, and whoso Interests In 
tho welfare of tho province wpro of 
such CL character that they would them- 
selves furnish a guarantee that tho 
policy which ho would adopt, would 
bo one that would be sane, moderate 
and business-like. Mr. Dunsmuir 
seemed to bo about the only person 
who did not fool that lie was tlio man 
for tlio place, AVhon ho learned that 
the premiership was at his dlspo.s.'U if 
he chose to accept It, he hesitated long 



before agreeing to do so, and it was 
only after much pressure from a few 
friends that ho consented to tako of- 
Uce. The good effect of hla doing so 
Wfts ;at once jiDP«yent.iThe..wh(^^e prov- 
ince breathed,?|tt6ce5^^4iiily«7*^^^^ 
was f^lt' that an end Had been reached 
of tho years of political turmoil. He 
found no difficulty In forming a cabin- 
et, and ho met the House with a fol- 
lowing that Included nearly all tlio 
members. He did not tako a portfolio, 
contentlne himself with ,the .post ot 
President of tho Council. He remain- 
ed In office until 1902, when ho resigned, 
having succeeded In accorapllshlne tho 
object he had in mind when he ac- 
cepted the premiership, namely, the 
restoration of confidence In tho ini- 
modlate future of the province. Every 
candid, observer ot events, at all famil- 
iar with the affairs of British Columbia 
during tho years 1898, 1899 aiid 1900. 
will admit without hesitation that Wio 
'province, at that time, needed nothing 
so much as the rest which Mr. Duns- 
muir as Premier -was able to give It. 
The people needed time for relleotlon 
and they .were given It by an adminis- 
tration that sought nothing spectacular 
Unil was content to carry on affairs 
with equity and moderation. As Prem- 
ier, Mr. Dunsmuir was watchful of tho 
public interests, and on more than ono 
occasion by the cxerclSe of his sound 
business judgment prevented the con- 
summation of plans that would havo 
boon detrimental to the welfare of tho 
province. When ho realized that tho 
time had come for a more aggressive 
administration than his large personal 
Interests would permit him to tako the 
load. 'In ; Inaugurating and carrying^bu^ 
he placed, hla resignation in -thie lifuids 
of. the lileutenant-Governor,- -who'l'no^', 
cepted It wltli'-'great re^et. In 190(J/het 
was appothtediClettt'ehaht-QoveVnor t 
succeed Sir Henri Joly 'de Dotbirilisre, 
and filled the position In a highly satis- 
factory manner until ho resigned dur- 
ing tho present year. 

As a public man, Mr. Dunsmulr's 
strongost characteristic was devotion 
to the public interest and a determina- 
tion that tho admlnlstralbn of affalia 
should bo clean and honorable. Ho 
was cautious rather than aggressive, 
for he felt that at the time of his of- 
ficial career the great need of the prov- 
ince was a cautious policy until tho 
public at home and abroad had had 
tliTie tn recover from tho affects o£ tho 
distrust engendered by the events of 
the previous , three years. Ho Is res- 
ponsible, for one line of policy that has 
become_.nermanent, namelyi the im- 
position of a tax upon coal. In. addition 
to tho ordinary royalty. As the.: inci-> 
denco of this tax fell upon the; product 
of Ills own mines, which up "to that 
tlmo had been free from any Impost 
whatever, his adoption of that policy 
shows that he regarded public affairs 
from an impersonal standpoint, and 
as the tax has been productive of a 
hand.some revenue, which will Increaso 
Indefinitely In the future. It was a step 
of great permanent advantage. Mr. 
Dunsmuir has always been averse to 
public appearances, hesitating, even to 
the point of shyness, from making pub- 
lic speeches. Those who know him 
well win admit that this is a matter for 
regret, for he is a man of admirable 
views on all questions with which ho 
has familiarized ■ himself, and is able 
In conversation to expi^ess himself 
with clearness, force and what on the 
public platform would be acknowledged 
as eloQuence. To appreciate the.quali- 
tle.'5 that enabled him to have:so puo- 
cessful a public "career, it Is necessary 
to luiow tlie man, not as he appeared 
In public, but as he Is In council wlth3 
those , whoso opinions he values or to ;' 
whom he desires to make his own 
views clear. It can be said without 
flattery that his public life was a dis- 
tinct, advantage ' to the province with 
whose welfare his own has been and 
Is so closely bound up.

Jlr. "U^ L. Coulson, Uio manager of 
tho Canadian Collieries Company, who 
Is responsible for tho foregoing an- 
nouncements has assumed control and 
hns just taken over the offices In Vic- 
toria formerly ocupled by tho Hon. 
,T. Dunsmuir. Mr. Coulson's head- 
quarters will be in Victoria. He has 
already made an extensive Investiga- 
tion of the property the purchase hav- 
ing been carried out consequent on a. 
report which he made to Mr. William 
Mackonzlo. 

Mr. 'William Maoktnzie. 

Mr. William Mackenzie, president of 
the Canadian Northern Railway and 
■senior partner of tho famous firm ot 
Mackenzie & Mann, railway builders 
and captains of Industry, who has now 
purchaHcri tho Dunsmuir holdings 
through the Canadian Collieries Ijtd., 
Is a self made man. 

Ho was born in Kirkfiold, Ont., in 
18-18 and was educated at tho public 
schools of that town. He became a 
public sciiooi teacher but giving up 
that occupation ho took a contract for 
the construction of a iiortlon of tho 
Victoria (now tho Midland division of 
tho Grand Trunk) Railway. Being 
successful in this ho was afterwards 
entrusted with contracts in connection 
with tho construction of the Coboconk 
the Credit Valley, the Canadian Pa- 
cific, the Fort Maclcod and Edmonton, 
tho Reglna, tho Hudson Bay and Dau- 
phin and othfir roada. 

Some years ago ho became the prln- 
ciptil purchaser of tho Toronto Street 
railway of which company he Is presi- 
dent. Ho is also Interested in tho 
Montreal and Winnipeg street railways 
and is a member of the syndicate 
which ha.3 acquired tho Birmingham 
streot railway and other English and 
European roads.

China's Urgent Need 

A writer In a Toklo semi-monthly 
urges that the greatest defect in China 
is the desolation of land. Riots and 
rebellions are largely traceable to It 
Aforcstation and the promotion of 
other national resources must be the 
first and most Important stops to bo 
taken by China. Tiie financial and 
economical roadJustiiioiU dep-snds upon 
the increase of iiatir.nal roaourcea. 
Owing to the lack of trees on moun- 
tains, rain frequently causes changes of 
river basins and makes devastating 
Hoods. "Without the development of 
national resources, any reform will bo 
futile. The foreign powers are keenly 
interested In railway enterprises in 
China, but under the existing circum- 
stances. It Is by no means Improbable 
that railways may be obliterated by 
Hoods. It will disjienso with any for- 
eign loan movement or "right-recov- 
ery" propaganda. While her national 
safety Is secured by the international 
agreements, China ought to promote 
her national resources, before launch- 
ing various expensive measures. 



Japanese .newspapers received by 
the steamer Empress of Japan, which 
reached port yesterday have many 
explanations vWUh regard to foreign 
complaints corieernlng: the new tariff, 
now being arranged. 

Toklo publicists recognize that the 
complaints raised, especially by the 
Britishers, will more on..,Joast: affect 
the popularity, of the Ansl<2,rJapaheB0 
alliance, the t^rm of which'' expires in 
1915, I. e., simultaneously ' with ' . the 
completion of the Panama Canal. The 
Shimpo, one of the loading Independ- 
ent Journals In Toklo, regrets that 
the government has resorted to pro- 
tective policy and invited British ob- 
jections. 

The Asahl Shimbun points out that 
the existing commercial treaties and 
conventional tariif mature In July, 
lull, and that had Japan not pro- 
mulgated the now statutory tariff, the 
old statutory tariff, which was not en- 
forced In full, ov>'ing to the cxlstencs 
of the conventlon.'il tariff, will come 
Into force after July, 1911. TIio old 
statutory rates are higher than the 
■conventional rates, not to speak of the 
now statutory rafe3.T-;'If;tho old statu- 
tory tariff came into • force, .Japan's 
customs revenue' will increase by 20 
to 30 million yen per . amiura.. But 
Japan deemed It 'inadvisable 'to en- 
force such high ; duties and reduce 
them so that Japan cannot annually 
gain about fifteen million yen by the 
enforcement of the new statutory tar- 
iff. The criticism that the old statu- { 
tory tariff Is too high may hold, but 
the complaint that the duties on for- 
eign goods were r.alsed by the new 
tariff is altogether unfounded, accord- 
ing to tlio Asohl. . Taking for grant- 
ed that the now' ratoS are liigher, 
It Is unwarranted.i.to expect that do- 
mestic industry will thus /-bo. protected 
and foreign trade ■jUe-irijperllfad,- If 
the new rates weRe, -made. "of-. vm'ueh 
more a protective character, they 'will 
foster the progress of domestic indus- 
try, but as they stand, tliey are iiiot- 
foctive to protect Japanese Industry. 
As they will not promote Japan'.s do- 
mestic indu.stry, the Japanese must 
buy foreign goods by paying liigher 
duties even than tho conventional 
rates. Thus, those who suffer from 
the now tariff arc tho Japanese, but 
not foreign traders. 

Tho Asahl regrets that Great Brit- 
ain and the United States, pursuing 
free trade and protective policy ro- 
sjiectfuUy, are ..unaWe.. to. ei^ter,. into 
conventional rates with Jtapan.'. As far 
as it concerns Great Brltlan, this may 
constitiito a strong argument for 
tariff reform. 

Mr. Sakural, ciilef of tho Customs 
Bureau in the Minl.-itry of Finance, is 
Kuriirised at the asserlion lliat the 
now tariff Is jjarticularlv un- 
favorable to Briti.'sh good.s. In 
drawing up tlie new tariff Japan took 
care not to discriminate against any 
country. To obtain revenue, while in- 
cldontly protecting domestic ^industry, 
tho neiv .. statutory, - rates;' are.; sllghtlj- 
higher than the old conventional rates. 
F.or tho new tariff the specific duties 
yjere adopted, Instead of the ad val- 
orem duties as heretofore. .The new 
spocllic duties will rathpr bo favdr- 
nble to li-iti.sh goods, ivhlch-'aro usu- 
ally of - a .superior quality. ■• Mr;"S,a- 
kurai emphasizes that .Tnpan had th(! 
intention to take .advantage liorself of 
free trade policy pursued by her ally, 

Mr, Abo, chief of the Treaty Re- 
vision Commlttoo in the. Foreign Of- 
llce, points out the new Juptir)eso tar- 
iif are generally lower very much 
than the customs duties. Imposed by 
G(!nnnny, Australia and Other power.s 
.sticking to protection, besides ' British 
colonies. , ■ .-' 

In connection witli an attacit by Mr. 
Wilcocks, secretary of the China As- 
sociation, tho Toklo Asahl Shimbun 
points out that the conventional rates 
on cotton yarn and cotton textiles are 
S per cent and 10 per cent ad valor- 
em. But those rates mature In July, 
1911. If the new statutory tariff 
were not drawn up, tho old statutory 
tariff will naturally come into force 
and 20 per cent, and 30 per cent, 
duties bo imposed on cotton yarn and 
textiles. The foreign merchants 
would have been aware of this fact. 
But thanks to the new statutory tariff, 
tho duties, on the above articles were 
reduced to 10 per cent, and 20 per 
cent respectively. The Aaahi itself 



is not satisfied with the new tariff, 
as It Is lower compared with tho du- 
ties iniijosod by European and Ameri- 
can countries. 

For instance, says tho Asahl, If cot- 
ton yarn trado were opened between 
Japan and Canada, the latter will Im- 
pose a duty of over two . times -of the 
Japanese duty ■ put. at 10 j per cent. 
.Moreover, Canada^.„imposes icustoms 
duties 'JjBven ^'on' tmp6iitsSfrani' Great 
Britain; .'-.rBrltlsh-totltlcs of 'the Jap- 
anese tarift ou^[ht' to ''attaolc the Cau- 
udian tariff, says th'e. Asahl, before 
they attack th'e Japanese. The de- 
cline of British exports of cotton yarn 
and cotton textiles Is only duo to tho 
rise of Japanese spinning industry, 
whicli dates back till the time when 
tlio conventional rates were still in 
force. 

Tile Mainlchi Dempa says that It 
goes without saying that tlio new 
statutory tariif is lilglier than tlio con- 
ventional tariff, wlilch expires in July, 
1911, but the new statutory rates have 
not been raised above tho old statutory 
rates, but tho former rates on British 
articles were, generally lowered.- It Is 
Idle to compare the conventional rates 
with the statutory rates; Inasmuch as 
a statutory tariff is to obtain revenue 
and also give incidental protection, 
while a conventional, larltl! Is to mutu- 
ally lower customs duties. It may be 
well to carefully consult witli Great 
Britain as to whether a new conven- 
tional tariff can be arranged or not. 

A comparison of tho now Japanese 
statutory rates with those of European 
countries will show that the former 
are by no means particularly unfavor- 
able to British goods. Alarmist Brit- 
ish criticisms against the new Japan- 
ese tariff may Injure Britain's pride 
la free trade. But If Groat Britain 
prefers, Japan may jiegotlate a con- 
ventional .tdrlfit,',ln- some .way or other. 
Meanwhile f the Japanese fervently 
hope that.'thelr allied will assist thorn 
In restoring tarift 'auton6my.

They arc the ones who' are 
dead weights to the I'cally earnest 
men who ai'o bravely making a fight 
for better things. But they are also 
foiuid outside the labor movement. 
To them, the labor movement consit^tH 
of unreasonable strikes and un.scrii- 
pulous agitators. They do not see tlie 
millions of children in ine mills and 
factories who sliould bo at home and 
In the school.'^, arul for whom or,';;.nn- 
ized liibor Is riiakiiig ;i sti'ong light, 
while the groat ina.ss of even intelli- 
gent people arc strangely IndilTcrcnt 
to their struggles. They Bcom to bi! 
Ignorant of the terrible su-eulsiiup In 
v.-hlch thousands of the toilers are 
wearing out their lives in the hope- 
lessness, of abject ixjverty, and for 
whom tho labor union almost single- 
handed is battling, in what is bound 
to be a winning light. 

Who i.s doing more for the woman 
that toils'? What in.stltutlon stands 
more coiiragcou.sly for a .'^quarer deal 
for our sisters and mothers'.' Nut in 

weak, sickly, .sentlment.'ii w;iy, but 
with la vigor and rod-!;!oodednef h

^^isteney and in its effectiveness.

■lit nilght be thought that the mass of liter- 
.atu re provided by Government and emigration 
"company 'agencies is so great that all that is 
necessary nowadays is to refer prospective 
settlers to such sources of information. It has, 
liowcver, been the lot of the writer to find that 
cniij^rants require a great deal of supplemental 
knowledge, which may either be conveyed to 
them by word of mouth, if they will but take 
the pains to listen, or must be derived froin 
personal experience at the extra- cost which 
personal experience always entails. The pros- 
pective settler, is generally in a hurry, sanguine 
but vague in iiis expectations, read)' to imagine 
that he has nothing to do but to "get iIutc;"' in 
order to qualify for a life with which he is 
wholly unfamiliar, and to secure a maintenance 
for which he has very little to oflfer in return. 

The first question a young man should an- 
swer for himself when he contemplates so 
grave a change as leaving his native country is 
— ''What have I got to gfivc to the land that 
receives me? Have I the heallli, the habits, the 
training ,tiic knowledg'c that will make me 
rcall}- acceptaljlc, and wortli while ]Daying for? 
If it is merely my capital that is waiUcd, de- 
pend upon it that I shall soon becojnc dis- 
sociated from my only valuable asset." And 
this. leads to the next question, which he should 
unflinchingly face, "Do I want tb make a living, 
.or do I want to get on in the world?" Let iiim 
remember that there is nothing discreditable 
in the first of tlicse alternatives. It would 
probably be far better for tiie majority of emi- 
grants if they would franklj- realise tiuit their 
reason for going abroad is because they cannot 
make a living at home. But the writer has 
known whole families, who, in spite of tiiis 
patent fafct, have expected the welcome of a 
Trarisatlantic community, and all tlic little 
luxuries it'liias to offer, and have "grudged if 
they were not satisfied," under the impression, 
it Avould seem, that it was as nuich the privil- 
ege as the duty of their new associates to pro- 
vide for them, and that handsomely. On the 
other hand, it is not everyone wdio is justiiied 
in believing that he has the capacity to make a 
fortune, , even in a. country where he is told 
idi-ttine^i are ;to.>'be 'made. The writer has, seen 
fniany fortunes acquired from very small be- 
•girinings in British Columbia, and yet by no 
'means have the majority of his acquaintances 
acquired fortunes. And, least of all, perhaps, 
has a settler the right to calculate upon exceed- 
ingly profitable returns from that which is the 
truest and best of the emigrant's ambitions — 
the life of tiie farm. Tiie man and woman who 
can contemplate bravely and can surmount 
courageously the difficulties of a country life 
where servant,s and labourers are practically 
non-existent, wlio can patiently extend their 
little homestead while they rear a health v 
l)rood to dwell in it, arc probably doing I)cttcr 
bv their country and for themselves than if 
the\' had found a gold mine, or bouglu up a 
railway terminus. Yet how frequently in the 
course of visits to agricultural settlements has 
been heard the moan, "There's no money in 
farming." No money in farming ! And. how, 
then, do all these strong hearty people live 
from year to year, and gradually increase the 
value of their lands by clearing and cultivat- 
ing, and pay off their niortgagcs. and leave a 
few thiiusand (hollars beliind them, and fnic 
sons and daughters to follow them, if there be 
no money in farming? Has not all this gradual 
betterment and increased cost something, even 
if it was all the expenditure of their own labor? 
Does it not represent the wage of a thrifty life 
capitalised? And what more creditable way of 
making money than this can there be? 

There is one very great difference which 
has to be taken into account between the con- 
ditions of the north-west Provinces of Canada, 
east of the Rockies, and those of the shores of 
the Pacific and mainland of British Cohnnbi;i. 
X'ature has prepared tlic former for the plon.gli, 
man has to prepare the latter. In a forest region 
such as is found there, and such as once un- 
doubtedly existed over the greater part of Bri- 
tain, the value of the land is largely represented 
by the co.st of clearing. Emigrants are fre- 
quently staggered by what seems to them the 
enormous price asked for improved farms. 
Tiiey arc even more ovcrwhehnccl when con- 
fronted with tiic "land" wiiicli they arc told 
they m;iy pre-empt from tlie Government. It 
is a dense and tangled forest of i6o acres, not 
disringuishable from the illimitable forest 
which stretches beyond it. It is per]iai)s ten 
miiw from the nearest settlement, and tlioiigh, 
through the munificence of generations of good 
a(lmini.strators, tiie trunk roads are bettor than 
many a --ountry road in the older province.' or 
tl;e nei,L,'ldiuuring States, access for some miles 
lias jtrohably to be gained over a mere trail, 'i'o 
t!;e e.vpcrienccd backwond-'nian sucli condi- 
tions present no insuperable difficuhics. Me 
soon spies out the alder bottom, which he ilc- 
termirics upon making the nucleus of his farm. 
He points Avith actual glee to the swampy 
thicket of lo icres.'or so. which he kno'ws'he .' 
can clear soonest, and which covers the rich, 
black soil that will "grow something," The 
ver}' absence of a road is a positive advan- 
tage, for will not tlie making of one provide 
him witii remunerative employment under 
Government pay? So there he builds his 
shack and thither he brings his wife and lit- 
tle ones, and by.iarclu^^^ labor and unsparing 
energy lie carves" miit that "improved farm" 
which a few years afterwards may grace the 
list of the real estate agent, and invite the at- 



tention of some later emigrant who wants to 
purchase a homestead. 

1 am speaking' from personal knowledge, 
and well witiiin the marlc when I estimate such 
clearing to cost all the way from £10 to £200 
an acre. Of course, at-ithe latter^pricc it^^w^ 
never pay, except for''f6\^'n"^sitey^ 
thiere js very little tliat could, he- eon^ for 
so low a^ the former.H:" Thus, it will readily l)e 
understood that in order to'niake any sort of 
profit commensurate with the labour of the 
jiirst cultivator, an improved farm of 160 acres, 
\vith io or 20 acres cleared, fenced, and witii 
farm buildings, howc\-er rougii, must comanmd 
a price of from £500 to £1.000 or so. I have 
often been struck with the low price at which, 
holdings^ are from time to- time offered ; itHs to 
be feared in these cases that somebne'Hias' sacri- 
ficed a great deal of time and toil for very Utjtle 
remuneration, and that necessity, rather than 
value, sots the i)ricc. .As against such cases as 
these, there must be chronicled the s[)ecnlativc 
accretions of the unearned increment, due to 
new rail\va\s. new town sites, and the general 
determination of ])oi)ulation in this or tliat di- 
rection. No one can calculate with any degree 
of. certainty upon these things when making a 
purchase. The prospect is .often extended to 
dazzle the eyes of the newcomer, perhaps hon- 
estly, perliaps to blind him to more practical 
concerns. Although the ciueslions of m.arket 
and transportation are of vital importance to 
ever}- agriculturist, a speculative rise should be 
the last thing he sliouki take into cunsidcra- 
tioii ; good water, good soil, a good aspect, 
and good present value are of infinitely more 
importance. 

The attention which has been given to 
fruit farming, of recent years, both on 'Vancou- 
ver's Island and the mainland, has somewhat 
altered the circumstances of settlement. For 
one thing, it has made possible the subdivision 
of farms in clujice localities, and their sale at 
very enhanced prices. A\"onderful stories arc 
lold of the profit to be derived from small 
acreages, and tliere is no reason to doubt the 
truth of many of these statements, ^\"llat the 
ordinary .man? gpenerally dpeg. not take ' siiffi- 
ciently_ into accoitnt is the^'petsonal' factor. ' It 
is not every maiv who has' the; business; capacity 
to make a great financiat iuccess' of fruit fann- 
ing, even where he has the industry and natur- 
al aptitude requisite for the ojieration itself. 
It may fairly be doubted wdiethcr ordinary 
mixed farming, Avith all that may be said in 
disparagement of it, is not better adajitcci to 
the capacity of an average man of small busi- 
ness training than such a many-sided occupa- 
tion as the fruit grqwerls. 'Still, there will be 
always those who are ready to try the experi- 
ment, and amongst them the fittest will -suc- 
ceed. 'I'here is no doubt every advantage in 
the way of climate, soil and market, and there 
is an amount of attention, encouragement, and 
super\'ision provided by the (Government which 
arc sadly lacking in the Mother Country, The 
qualities to be supplied are those of the emi- 
grant. You can lead a horse to the water, but 
the draught of prosperity is only for those that 
can drink it, ' , 

I am often asked, "How does the cost of 
living in British Columbia compai-e with that', 
at home?" It' is a question for which statistifcs 
alone are inadequate to provide the right an- 
swer, because it stands tf) reason that in a 
tariff-protected country like Canada manufac- 
tured articles will be more expensive, and 
mauy other conmiodities will share in this ap- 
preciation. Then, [no, the exceedingly hi,s:h 
price of labor, in all its branches, increases the 
cost of living in every direction where local 
labor ha.s to be reckoned with as an element of 
production and distribution. .\nd yet, notwith- 
.slanding these considerations, the jiaradox 
holds good that it may be found chcaner in 
the long run to live in a dear couritry than in 
a cheap one. The writer remembers many 
vears ago bcin.c; present when this (]iicstion 
was discussed between two representative 
men. the llieii Chief Justice of the Province, 
.Sir Matthew Begbie, .nnd the admiral of the 
Pacific Squadron. .The former maintained that 
for a man with a limited income of. say. -£;oo 
and a familv. life in P.ritisli Colinnbia could be 
made deli.glufui at Iiouh- wouhl be un- 

endurable. It is un\ in ihr cost of wliMt is re- 
quired, but in the c.Ntend'^d ran"c of (he things 
no longer needed that lli''' saving is effected, 
while the ni;iny pursuits of the country ;icntlc- 
mau, wdiich can only be indulged in 1)\- the 
rich or as a hangcr-nn of rich friend.s. in the okl 
country arc in the Canadian Fhr West brou-ght 
within reach of everv man who has the time 
and inclination to follow them.

When the 
finished product in the shape of a 3'oung grad- 
uate or public school boy, with perhaps the 
added disability of two or three years spent in 
making up his mind, is at length thrown on 
the colonial market, he finds himself, instead of 
being esteemed "a little lower than the angels," 
regarded as a poor .sort of casual labourer, 
whom it is charity to employ, and whom pity 
■ ■■alone saves from contempt. 

There are two ways of savin.g a young 
1-Cnglishman from so humiliating a fate. If the 
whole family can be tran.sported to grow up 
into the life of the laeople, he and\his brothers 
will at least have the chance of starting fair in 
a race where the prizes are most numerous in 
almost every course of life. Or, failing this, if 
Iiis father and mother, after giving him such 
advantages of education in a good school as 
their circumstances can afford to the age i>f

Amoiii^ the parliaincntary leaders in- the 
reign of Charles, John I'ym and John Hamp- 
den" \verc the niost" promincni. Pym was of 
good family, was echicaled at Oxford and ' a 
uicnibcr of the Bar. iJis home was in Somer- 
setshire, where the family had an estate. He 
Ayas- a man of i;rcat courage and eloquence, 
itc .'ivas 'a member of two Parliaments. In 
llife first he took a prominent part in the im-, 
peachment of Euckingliam, and as soon as the 
seeond, known as the Long Parliament, met, 
he made a powerfid speech in defence of the 
liberty of the snbject. A low days later he pre- 
ferred charges of high treason against Straf- 
fqr;d., His resolution was Such andjiis opposi- 
libnito royal tyratiny so intense' that Charles 
■was ready to make him Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, if he would abandon the popular 
cause; but he was inflcxil>lc, and in the strife 
that soon followed lie took a highly import- 
ant part in directing the policy of the parlia- 
mentary party. I J'is death was sudden and oc- 
curred when he was in the very height of his 
mental '.ponv.ers and personal influence. He 
was ^iVtlie tinie iii. his sixtieth year. 

*J6|ni;;iJa'mpden- was a man from the same 
class in life- as Pym, his father having been a 
countr}- gentleman of high standing and 
\\-c'aUh. Ide also was educated at Oxford niid 
admitted to the liar, lie entered the House 
of, Commons. when quite a young man, and at- 
tached hiinself. to the party- of which Pym was 
leade,r, but he took very little part iu its pro- 
ceedings. He became conspicuous in 1627, 
when he refused to pay his share of a forced 
liinn ^N'hich the Kin was endeavoring to ex- 
act froni the people. I'or this he was im- 
prisoned, hut was not long detained in cus- 
tody. , On his release he went to his estate in

Charles brought matters to a climax in 
i642,,Ayhen.hp.^ttempt^ tp^seize five inembers 
of tlie House' of Commons because they had 
ventured to criticize and condemn his action.s; 
l)uti before that incident is related, the events 
leading tip to it should be detailed. The chief 
grievance against Charles \\as his assertion of 
the right of arbitrar\- taxation. The King- 
held to the ideas of his fathier. wdio, it \vill be 
remembered, asked the judges if he had not a 
])eriect right to tal<e any man's, property with- 
out the' formalit}' ' of securing authority from 
rarliament. a view of the prerogative which:a 
subservient court did not hesitate to sustain. 
The decision in lianipden's case was that no 
statute prohibiting arbitrary taxation could be 
pleaded against the King's will. Judge Eerk- 
Icy said: "i liave never read or heard diat lex 
Avas rex. but it is common and most true that 
rex is lex." Chief Justice Finch -laid down this 
jjrinciple: "Acts of Parliament to take awaj-- 
the King's royal power in the defence of. his 
kingdom is void; they arc void acts of Parlia- 
ment to bind the King not to command the 
subjects, their persons and their goods, and 1 
nia_\- s;iy their money too, for no Acts of Pai"- 
liament could malce .'my difference." ^\"hcn 
the judgment was delivered. Strafford said: "L 
Ayish 5^^r. Hampden and others to Ids likeness 
Avere whipped into their right .senses." Mere 
we have the issue between Charles and Par- 
liament distinctly defined. It was intensified 

' by a religious cnthnsiasm ]'jrompted by the 
fear 'that the Oneon. who, ;is wc hav-c s-jcri. 
was a /-.ealous Koman Catholic, would be able 
to eni]")loy her influence to subvert fl'ic Protest- 
ant religion. The first open clash between the 
King and any part of his subjects took place in 
Scotland, where the people asserted their right 
to freedom in religious matters. The King 
fared badly. Parliament refused to vote any 
nionc}' to pay for his operations against the 
vScots, and altho\igh Strafford l)rought over a 
levy from Ireland and a grant of money, things 
went from bad to worse, and Chai'los was 
forced to yield. \\'ithout money, without an 
arniy'. for the force he had collected to oppose 
the Scots was little more than a rabble, and 
with. England on the eve of revolt, the King 
reftised to summon a Parliament, and called a 
council of the peers. The nobles understood 
the situation better than he, and refused to 
assemble, so that he was coniijclled to summon 
a Parliament. In tlie elections wdiicli followed, 
f'ym and Hampden rode throughout England 
advocating the cause of liberty, ami the result 
was that the new House of Conmions was 
- fjilly representative of the spirit that was 

■ abroad in the land. One of its acts, passed 
at the suggestion of Hyde, afterwards Lord 
Clarendon, was to declare that it should never 
be dissolved without its consent, and it has 
passed into history as the Long Parliament, 
for it existed from 1640 until 1653, wlien Crom - 
well dissolved what was left of it. The im- 
])cachment of Strafford quickh- followed. The 
story of the .several events of this critical 
])oriod arc worth telling, for they give better 
than can he conveyed in any 6ther way an idea 
ni ilu'. temper of the people in the hour when 
the destinies of the British race were being de- 
(erniined. Strafford was hated not simply be- 
cause lie was the adviser of the King to acts 
of tyranny and tlie willing U.^o\ hy which they 
wore carried into effect, but because, as Lord

Digby saiil, "he w'as the grand apostate of the 
Comnionwcalth." As we saw in the previous 
article, he was at one time the spokesman of 
the popular party, and for his desertion of the 
cause he could ndt, again quoting Digby, "ex- 
pect to be pardoned in this world until he be 
•despatched to the next." Pym preferred the 
imoeachmcnt, the Commons haying decided 
upon its CQurse behind locked doors. Pym 
went to the bar of the House of Lords with 
three hundred members of the Commons at 
his back. Strafford, wdio with aU his faults 
could not be charged j>v':ith.,cow^ 
to the chamber ;of the ;pe'ers.''"' ''W 
comes to the House,"' w-role Lord Clarendon. 
"He'rudcl)' calls at the door; with a proud, 
glooming look he makes towards his place at 
the board-head. Ilut at once nnuiy bid' him 
void the House, so he iS' forced to go to the 
door till he was called." ' The' Lords acted with 
promptness and declared him guilty of high 
treason, whereuponj^'hev'Nvas^recalled'. 1. He at- 
tempted to speak; but '\va'^! &mlTlanded to be- 
gone without a . word." 'IMicn the Usher^^df ; 
tiic Pdack Rod demaiuled his sword, arid 'the- 
great minister of the I-Cing " makes his way 
througli a nundjcr of people toward his coach, 
no can capping to him, before whom that 
morning the . gf eatest of all England wpulid 
have stood uncovered." The imprisonment of 
Stvafford was followed by the? impeachment ' 
of \\'indcl)ank. Secretary of State', .of Piiich, 
lormcrl}- Chief Justice, of Berkley and of Laud, 
and in 184!, Parliament passed an Act declar- 
ing that it should be called together at least 
once in three years, and asserting "the ancient 
right of the subjects of this kingdom that no-: 
subsidy, customj impost or any; charge what- 
soever ought or maj' be laid of impose upon 
any merchandise exported or imported by sitb-' 
jects. denizens or aliens without common con- 
sent in Parliament." The King appeared to 
realize that it would no longer he i)ossible i'or 
him to govern without the co-0])eration of 
Parliament, and an attempt was made to form 
a parliamentary administration, to wdiich he 
gave appare^itly a ready assent;;:but the infjii- 
eiice of the Queen frtiistrated rill 'att(stript.s to 
establish a permanent peace, for it secured his 
tacit attempt' to bring the army into. London 
to overawe Parliament. The Lords had grown 
:ipprcliensivc of the growing powers of the 
Connnons. and had held aloof from co-operat- 
ing with the elective body, but the news ijS the 
army plot led them to abandon the cause of 
the' King, and to -give a-,prompt assent to the 
Bill of Attainder preferred against Stafford, 
who was accordingly executed. .Thic act was 
the turning point in luiglish history, and, 
strangely enough, the King was urged to. a.s- 
sent to it 1)3^ his Queen, who had opposed Par- 
liament in every way, but wdiosc personal 
hatred of Strafford led her to induce Ciiarles to 
give the far-reaching admission. of. tlie pow'crs 
of the Llou.scs-^ implied KijvVvthe^-^^^^ 
against hi.s . ihinistexs. " t,^.^'CI^arles■ hacl'J^'actc^ 
with disci-etion' after the death of Strafford, 
the history of Englaiid Avould , have been dif- 
ferent ; but lie .seemed' to be incapable of learn- 
ing the lesson of events. Ijluckinghani.' his 
first tutor in absolutism, had fallen early in 
his rei.gn by the hand of an ass-issin. after he 
had been forced from power by an indignant 
Parliamen^fif.Strkf^^^^ had .bcfcii-r brbiight to 
the blotk. ■• • -Tlie ^jiidgci? '.thaWi^^^^ his 
arbitrary jjioccediiigs had' bc'eir^dRive'n froin

Guizot in his history of 'Fraqcei; .says: 
'■Three or four ccrituries 'beforei-'th'ei-Csjmstian 
Era. on that vast territory between, this' ocean, 
the Pyrenees, the ]\rediterranean, the Alps and 
the Rhine, lived six or seven millions of men a 
bestial life, enclosed in dwellings dark and 
low, the best of them built of wood and clay, 
covered with branches or straw, made in a 
single round piece, open to daylight hy the 
door alone, and confusedly heaped together 
behind a rampart, not inartistically composed, 
of timber, earth and stone, which surrounded 
and protected what they were pleased to call 
a town." Such were the aboriginal inhabitants 
01 Erance. according to this historian, and vet 
there is evidence pointing to the fact that thev 
have been .preceded by a people more advanced 
in civilization, for it is said that fifteen hun- 
dred years before Christ tiic Phqeii^icians .trad- 
ed with what is now France, 1 hnngrng'iner- 
chandize and exchanging it for gold that was 
washed out of the sands, .'\ftcr the l^hoenicians 
came the (/recks, the early story of Erance in 
many resjVects rescndjling that of Spain, in 
the time of Julius Caesar Gaul, as wc all know, 
was divided into three parts, and the inhabit- 
ants of the several' parts were Celt.s, the Ikl- 
gians and thc.Aquitanians. tb u.se their'niodern 
names. The Aqtiitanians arc . thought ■to have 
been the .same as the Iberians, wdio are sup- 
posed to be represented today hy the Basques. 
The Belg-ians, ■vvlio occupied the north, are 
otherwise kmnvn as the Cymri. The Celts oc- 
cupied the centre. Tlic Cymri and the Celts 
are supposed to have been of the same family, 
although as W'C saw in our reference to the 
Celts, thcrcys; 'considerable doubt oiLtliat.point. 
There, 'wcr6 at this tiiiic .some sixty tribal' 
divisions of the population of Caul, but the 
three main divisions of the f)OiniIation ^vel■e. 
very marked, and thej' have had their effect in 
determining the Frctich character dowii to the 
present time. 

The conquest of Gaul by the Romans was 
very complete. It is said that there is no rec-

have been indigenous for all that can be posi- 
tively alleged to the contrary.

The faculty ■6^'drien^ation in the " Ip^ver 
animals seems- to ' be'''fiilly developed' 'irohi 
birth ; and possibly it is so in the case of man- 
kitid, for ks soon a-s an infant has grown 
strong enough to hold' itself erect, it Avill make 
efforts to maintain its equilibrium, although 
they may not be successful. The faculty is 
sometimes lost or greatly impaired, as is the 
case in the disease known as locomotor ataxia. 
But the terni orientation is applied to other 
things besides the power to keep one's equili- 
brium. A general definition of it is "the pOAA'cr 
to maintain a proper relative position, to com- 
l)rehend direction and to control locomotion." 
It seems to be a faculty capable of indefinite 
development. For e.xaniplc. certain savage 
races possess the abilit}- of determining di- 
rection to an extraordinary degree, and oc- 
casionally one meets a civilized person who 
has the same faculty. Three men were walking 
through a forest on snow shoes.

Some Famous Dramatists 
arid Their Master pieces 
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iSophbclcs 

Sophocles is likened by one of his biograph- 
ers to Shakespeare, inasmuch as the person- 
plity of the man lives for us only in his works. 
.Vncicnt history furnishes such various and 
contradictory accounts of this great poet, that 
Ave do not know which stCjries to credit and 
Avhich to discredit. We can be pretty certain 
that he AA^as bbrn about thirty years ofter his 
famous contemporary yEschylus; that he fig- 
ured more or less brilliantly in the , dramatic 
cvent^ of'thSt tiiile; that he numb'e'fed among 
his, friends most of those of intellectual ac- 
complishments: that he was not distinguished 
for any evil qualities, or time would certainlv 
have borne S(nne record of the fact; that his 
faniily was in no way remarkable, thou.gh 
there is a story to the effect that he showed so 
little practicability that bis children tried to 
.deprive him of the management of his property. 

^ Sophocles had the good fortune to live dur- 
ing the most brilliant and prosp.erous.-ycars of 
the Athenian I\mpire; a period that Hva's ush- 
ered in with the gloridus victory of^Marathon, 
4yo B.C.. and wdiich, alas ! was brought to an' 
inglorious end at .ligospotanii, 405 B.C. Among 
his contemporaries, besides iE.schylus, were 
Juiripides, hardly less renowned, silvei--tonguQd 
Pericles, Phidius, Herodotus, Tluicydides, the 
great Socrates, Anaxagorus, and many others 



whose recortls have come down to us almost 
without parallel in history; it was the Golden 
Age of Athens, and Pericles the greatest pcr- 
spnality of them all. It w'as his eloquence that 
served to inspire to deeds of matchless cour- 
age; It^ Avas his example that the best and 
bravest-strove to emulate. Some commen- 
taries, Avho like to draw ethical lessons from 
prominent periods of history, tell us that the 
reason of Athens' greatness Avas because of 
the statesmanship of her citizens. . No man 
lived unto himself alone, but each did his ut- 
most for the good: of/ the , whole. Individual 
interests Avere merged iii the' concern for the 
prosperity of the stale, and consequently the 
history of this period is not the history of its 
different great men. "Each man (Avas) A'alued 
for his contribution to the public life of the 
city; and therefore each great artist of that 
day, -AvhatCA'er ;::the species of his art, stro\ e 
maiitily 'tp- cxpfies^ Attic purity) i^ttic grace, 
■Attic poAV'er." - ' , < 

Sophocles has been" lei-ihed ammfeMi'e^^ 
dramatist between /Escbylus an\l. Euripides. 
.•Eschylus Avas the most powerful," the most 
dignified, his conceptions the most coHossal, 
of all the Greek poets; lundpides' themes, 
Avbilc not so majestic in order, embraced a 
wider range of subjects, but Avere not always 
worthy of dramatic portrayal ; Sophocles 
adppted:-a;halfAviay .attitudeJ tA\'p;- 
exfreri^esV'liMs - plays Svc'ire' mpdels of art, -iibt • 
beyond the uriderstandihg' bfl-the /people:; '^m^^^^ 
in no sense irreconcilable Avitli' the- ir^Mdn^^^^^^ 
of the most fastidious. ^ 

H^ Avrote prodigiously, but as the case with 
.Eschylus, we have only seven of his plays left. 
In th.osc days the merits of a dramatic work 
were decided according to the popular ojiinfon 
of the people, -judgiiient being determined b}- 
the 'casting' of Tots. A poet Avas supposed to 
compete ;.'<j>ii^i^-.;it^o - years, and submit thrcje^ 
plays, an exaVtib'n AA'hich meant an enormous' 
amount of intellectual labor to the competitors. 
vSophoclcs obtained first prize for at least two 
of his tragedies, "Antigone" and "Philoctates," 
antl in one of the tests is sai;| tb/haye defeated 
.Eschylus. ' 

, 111 his masterpiece, "Antigone," wc arc in- 
troduced to the Avoman avIio served as heroine 
for countless of the ancient tragedies." Pbly;!^ 
nices, the brother of Antigone, had inA'adeH hik;? 
own country at the head .of an armj'-, and had'; 
been slain in combat Avith his own brbthei^.'^ 
Creon, the new head of the state, refuses hon- 
orable burial to the perfidious soldier, and 
Antigone, outraged in her love for her brother, 
refuses to submit to the State's decree. She is 
taken prisoner and brought before Creon by :i 
soldier; Avho had caught her in the very act 
of ••performing the sacred fuherah rites 'OA-e'r 
her brother's body. Though she is betrothed^ 
to' I-Jaemon, Creon's sou, this does not con-^-> 
done her offense; .she is condcnincd to death- 
Maemon, after vainly pleading for her, com-' 
niits suicide, and her death soon follows:

perhaps, as the rest, is the story of Heracles 
and Dcjanira. 

Heracles departs for his travels and leaves 
his faithful wife for many \-ears. All through 
their separation she cherishes tender thoughts 
of him, and, no less Ipyingif than ,/E 
watches for her lord's return; "In; Ihc niea'ii- 
time she grows bid and wbriE'^vyith'hvaiting. 
and Avhen he does come back he brihgs a love- 
ly young slave girl with him, and makes no 
secret of the fact that he has cxjierienced vl 
change of heart. Tint Dejanira has no word of 
reproach to offer. She b.as made a present for 
licracles during his absence, "the shirt of 
■;Ness'us^^«v'-Shfetisjiiiiia\vair^^ 
it must have upon its •wearer,'as it has :fceen, se- 
cretly anointed Avith the poison of- tlie Cen- 
taur's wound. Hei'cclcs, donning it, dies; and 
Dcjanira. overcome with .sorrow and horror, 
commits suicide.

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BULB GROWING ON SPONGES 



.■• In recent years the culture of blubs for use 
in'housc decoration has become such an im- 
portant feature lli-'it any new system is sure of 
receiving attention from all indoor gardeners. 
A very novel method which has been recently 
■introduced with great effect is that in which 
the bulbs are cultivated in sponges, soil of' any 
kind .being entirely absent. It is, of course, 
■well kno^wn that all kinds of bulbs are really 
little packets; each- one containing so many 
flowers and leaves; and for the development 
of bloom and foliage onh' water is absolutely 
necessary, so that there is no element of magic 
about the latest manner of growth. At the 
same time, to obtain a complete success, there;, 
are a number of points which it is q[uite /essen- 
tial to observe, the neglect qi any of;these lead- 
ing to failure, as the writer -has ■personally dis- 
covered. 

First of all, one can hardly insist too much 
upon the importance of securing good bulbs. 
If you are dealing with a reliable florist, it al- 
ways pays to buy the highest-priced, bulbs on

his list. The extra money -over the. cheaper 
sorts, meansi, more' arid.; larger flowers. Low- 
quality bulbs "which" any dealer can sell at 
"bargain rates" arc dear at. any figure, and 
should be avoided, especially when developing 
an idea like the present, when every bulb 
. ought to throw plenty of bloom. It is wise to 
remember that the earlier the blubs are plant- 
ed,; tb'e. sooi-ier ..will , thej?;y]?e .anjrbJIgps^jm,^^^^ 
this; is important if the culture is to be carriecl 
throughj;without more heat than is found in 
an prdiriary-' dwelling-room. 

Almost any kinds of the spring flowering 
bulbs are suited to t!ie purpose, although the 
lighter and more graceful sorts give the most 
attractive effects. Thus the elegant Roman 
Hyacinths are certainly to be preferred above 
the . ordinary ,lot. ..which with', their massive 
spikes would make for' a somewhat heavy ap- 
pearance. Crocuses, Scillas and Snowdrops 
look particularly cliarming, as also do Lilies 
of the Valley. Perhajis the various sorts of 
Narcissus arc least useful on account of the 
exceedingly long stem.s which these plants 
produce. The difficulty may be surmounted in 
a measure, as will be pointed out in a succeed- 
ipg.paragraph. • , 

, It is, of course, a waste of money to buy ex- 
pensive sponges for this purpose; although a 
careful selection ought to he made. The-pres- 
ence of rather large holes in the Sponges, is -a 
rccoiniTiendation, anrl a fair shape in the arti- 
cle i.s inip(irtaiit. Tile more each sponge ap- 
pears to rcscml)Ie a rough ball in jjattern, the 
better. Size, of course, varies according to the 
kind of .bijlhs which it is desired to gfow. It is 
quite out of the c|ues'tion, for instance, to at- 
tempt to grow Hyacinth blubs ^on a small 
sponge. ' . • ' 

Having secured the sponges and the bulbs, 
we may now proceed with th.e ])lanting. It 
has lieen mentioned that it is an advantage to 
have a 'iponin' witli ])lenty ol holes, hnt it is 
rather (Itnibtfiil whether it is possil-jie to se- 
cure one in which these are large enougli, (-)r 
sufficiently numerous, for the present purpose. 
It is a' simple matter to cut .fresh holes and 
widen ones in the places -(vhcre it seems advis- 
able U) ])Op a bull). In iniaginati.'m it is 'well to 
picture which way the .sponge w\U hang when 
it is susijendcd, ;is it is naturally worthless 
l)iitling l)iill)s ill right iiiuleriieatli. Apart from 
tliis, the Inilbs should be well distributed over 
the spLuige, so as to pi'ovidc a good show when 
the flowers and foliage appear. It is more, 
cojivenient to place the bulbs in a dry sponge, 
and It wiil be found that the natural "pinch- 
ing" of the substance is quite sufficient to 
keep them in position. As soon as all the bulbs 
are in place, the supports for the suspending 
of the sponge must be provided. These sliouUi 
be fixed in the manner illustrated in the ])ho- 
tograph, and the material ni;iy be string,' or, 
better still, copper wire, which will neitlier 
rot nor ru?t, •■<; After this has been fixed, the 
sponges,, with, of course, the bulbs in position, 
should be soaked in bo\vls of water until thej' 
are thoroughly .saturated. 'Phis ])rocess must 
not be carried on longer than is absolutely, 
necessary, as it is not good for the liulbSitp be 
submerged for any length of time. 

It is now necessar}' to .secure a thorough 
rooting of the bulbs before they are placed in 
a light;;situatijbh,! Tp. this.iencl' a' perfectly dark 
c.upbda'rd'lshpuId'be^^'C in 
which- the^Sppnges may be suspended from the 
shel'ves.v'*The-ctipboard should be in the house, 
where it will be quite frost free, and if it is in 
connection with a room which is regularly 
heated,, so much the better.. Here '>vc must 
leave pur bulbs for at least tAvo mpn^hs) /during 



•which time- they must be kept well -supplied 
with water. As the weeks go "by, it will be 
noticed that the bulbs have become firmly 
rooted in the sponges while at the same time a 
fair amount cf top growth will have been made. 
It is at this stage that a little special treat- 
ment in, the case of a Narcissus bulb is, desir- 
able,;. supippsing this to have been included in 
the; collection. . The longer the dark cupboard 
treatment is continued, the more rapidly will 
the..top growth of the bulbs extend so that if 
we. give the Narcissi less time in .the cupboard 
we shall to an extent check the production of 
a long, ungainly stem. 

When- it is decided to bring the bulbs out 
into the light, it is a wise plan to hang the 

: sponges in a somewhat .shady^ place for a 
few days, so as to prevent the"; change being 
too abrupt. E^ventually, however, the more 
light is the position, the better will be the de- 
velopment, and a place in' front of a windo'vv 
will not be too much exposed.' In such a situ- 
ation! the illumination will naturally come all 
from one side; and in order to check an uneven 
development on "the part of the bulbs, it is a 
wise plan to turn the, sponges, ronncl:,4aily,,-so 
that first of all one part is lighted, -and then an- 
other. If a quantity of planted spon,ges is on 
hand, it will be desirable to arrange for a suc- 
cession of bloom, and ordinary kinds of bulbs, 
with the exception of the Narcissi, may be 
left in the cupboard until they. arc required. 

Just about this time it.^v.iU be well, to con- 
sider the question of obtaining soinc material 
to cover the Sjionge, which, of course, doe^ not 
look very ornamental as a background for, the 
shooting bulbs. As far as the v.-riter has dis- 
covered, moss is the best material for the pur- 
Dose. This should be placed in position in 
fairlv large -lieccs, so as to hide the sponge 
completely, and it mav be fastened with thin 
twine>,ithe moss being simply tied on to the 
spbnge- ' by ■ passing- the string completely 
around it. If tlic moss is fairly thick.vthe, tying 
material ned not show to the smallest'^exterit. 
Another method of covering the sponge, and 
one which gives a very prettj^cffoct. 4s that of 
sowing grass seed all over the surface. The 
onh^ drawback to this is that it is not a very 
easy matter to sow the^ seeds evenly and 
thicklyr-enough tp . secure^avYUnifofmly.- good 
cpating of verdure. ■ Of- course,; ifUhet-grasS »is 
at all patchy, the whole appearance Its • spoilt. 
After all, there is little doubt that the' beist ef- 
fects are 'obtained by nieans of the moss. 

If placed in a warm living-room, the bulbs 
should now grow apace. A little difficulty may 
be 'experienced in keeping the moss , quite 
fresh' in the dry air of the apartment, and in or- 
der to get over this trouble ithc-whole^surfi^ce 
should he. freely sprinkled yirj^^

tion,, as -vvhen the bulbs start to grow they will 
require an increasing amount of water. As the 
shoots continue to extend, it will be seen that 
the leaves from the lower Inilbs curve up in a 
graceful fashion. It is not aih'isabic to hang 
the sponges in the direct sunshine, as Ibis will 
have a bad effect upon the moss. Wiien the 
blossoms are fully disjjlayed tifc sponges may 
be used with charming effect in, any part of the 
room, where they will las.Vin iflieir ftill beauty 
for'~a*lon'g '<vhil6; ' ' • 
: Afteji .the flowering p'f the* blubs ■ is pafet, 
they are really not n|ticli gpod. If jjlanted out- 
doors, they^niay.thro-vv.siTeeblo blDom ilie next' 
season, but most of them will simply decay. 
In any case, it is quite essential to purchase 
fresh bulbs every time the sponges are plant- 
ed, if a good effect is desired. Of course, after 
use the. sponges should be freed from dirt and 
then s,tored away .in a dry condition, where 
they will- be ready for use the next season!— S.

AMERICAN HEN'S-EGGS 

"Eggs laid by the American lien are too 
small," if we arc to accept as correct the state- 
ment of-Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, Department of Agricul- 
tyre, .'A\^ashirigtpn. ; .He say^ .that "a hen has 
just as ifiit'cli eg'g-^producihg capacity, taken in ' 
bulk, and that the aim of breeders is to in- 
crease the number of eggs bv reducing their 
size. We should buy everything by weight. In 
France the law 1ms gone so far as to make pro- 
vision merchants sell eggs by weight, instead 
of by the dozen. Here we stick to the dozen. 
What is the result? Why, we get the smallest 
eggs that can be produced; The principles of. 
breeding are applied to hens in such a way that' ' 
they are laying the smallest eggs possible. In^ 
an egg we get less and less weight by nutri- . 
ment, so that the hen will be able to lay more 
eggs to be sold at a rate per dozen. 

The qditor of Poultry differs somewhat 
from the conclusions of Dr. Wiley concerning 



any noticeable tendency to promote the pro- 
duction of small eggs, but agrees with him that ' 
eggs should be sold by v/eight. He says: 

"Dr. VViicy's argument is not a strong one 
as there is no obser\'able tendency to pro- 
mote the production of abnormally small eggs 
in this country. The average egg weighs two 
ounces, and we believe, we are safe in saying 
there IS no tendency for the size of eggs-to'de-, 
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crease. As a matter of fact, breeders all over 
the country are inclined to boast about the 
size of the eg^gs their flocks produce, when they 
have reason to do so, and the man who breeds 
, large-egg Leghorns will have no troul)le find- 
ing bu3'ers for his stock. Wc are in full sym- 
pathy with any movement that- will make- for 
selling eggs by weight, as that is the only logi- 
cal Avay to sell any food product. In Aus- 
tralia one of the rules, of th6 Laying Competi- 
tion is that eggs below two oimccs in weight 
shall not count, and the result is that hens that 
lay small eggs have disappeared froiil' the com- 
petition," 

.* For years there have been those who advo- 
cated the selling of eggs by weight, aiid while 
that may be the mo.st "logical way" from a 
consumer's standpoint, we are inclined to 
doubt whether it will ever become customary 
in this country. If the breeder will furnish us 
good, sound, fresh eggs of a reasonable size, 
the buying public will not, we think, become 
incorrigibly insistent in its effort to bring into 
use any radical chahgii in the method of dis- 
pensing so common an article^; as, »eggs;.;;-;Wjp 
think '.the new , way too incPn^ienient ' •tP'^liai't ;

When the land was new the farmer 
could sow his grain and the land would pro- 
due?; an .abundant crop* ■ but <today the farmer 
mu?t, , cpnsidef carefitlly how to' improve his 
land anU his 'flocks, " ^ 

•Perhaps 'nO' tiranch of farming requires' a'S 
great an amount of careful study to be suc- 
cessful as poultry. There are men in On- 
tario who are realizing more net profits from 
a flock of two hundred hens than many farm- 
ers do from ten cows. 'J*hese men give much 
ihpught. to their' business ; everything about 
their buildings denotes the methodical man- 
ner of farming and poultry raising', and they 
can gi\'e reasons for, all th.cir actions. But 
there is one branch of the ]ioultry industry 
that has been little discussed, and that is broil- 
er raising. W'c ha\'c Ijecn raising broilers for 
years, and I will give the incthotl th'at-WC be- 
lieve to be the mo.st profitable. 

Broiler raising suggests to the average 
farniisr a complex method of disposing of the

Toronto is our 
best market, as fowl can be shipped to com- 
mission men, who will handle them to ad- 
vantage. When they are shipped to any of 
the cities where there are no commission men, 
write tp.spme.of the large hotels, whose names 
may be 'secured through the daily papers. 
Many buyers prefer the poultry alive from 
the farmers, as few farmers understand pluck- 
ing and packing. . Fatten thorpughly and ship 
alive if you live with in-'phe hundred 
destination. 

,When shipping alive, write the buyers for 
crates, as you will lose more on your fowl if 
they<^a^e^^ippedjiihvjm made, crates, 

arid some may be smothered eri route. : .Feed 
the fowl before they are shipped/ andjput spnie 
feed in the crates ; water them biefore .putting 
them in the crates, bi!it it is useless to piit water 
inv tbe crates. 

Housing the Chicks 

Housing is very important, as chickens 
must have comfortable quarters to stand the 
licav}' forcing. Proper ventilation is absolute- 
ly necessary. The curtain front is the best 
method of ventilation. This consists in re- 
moving the glass front and placing cheese- 
cloth in its place: in warm weatllerj, remove 
the window entirely and nail ■\vire netting 
across the window. The floor should be 
raised about four inche's from the ground and 
the walls below the floor should be closely 
boarded to avoid drafts. The floor must be 
close to avoid wasting any grain. Place roosts 
about a foot above the floor and encourage 
the chicks to sit on them ; never allow any 
droppings to accumulate under the chicks, as 
this will caus^ roup aiid other disejises. 

The run must be large and if possible. con- 
tain plenty of grass. Place boards about a 
foot high arouncT.the yard to prevent the other 
foAvls being attracted when they are fed. 
Place something in the yard to give 
the .chicks shade and yet allow the air 
to pass, freely under it. Four stakes driven 
.into the ground and a piece of oilcloth nailed 
to, them answers. Give plenty ol dry dirt, 
ashes, and grit. ...... : 

- Feeding to Fatten 

Care must be exercised in order that the 
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•co'ckere.ls^^t-i^^^ that can .be successful 
only 'when' conducted by experts. This, how- 
ever, is not the case, and any ope who will 
follow the simple we give can raise broilers 
su'ccessfully with only a . little additional at- 
tetitionV^ ' Broiler raifeiii'g has' many advaiitages,

chickens will fatten quickh^ and not go off tlieir 
feed. The feed is iriainjy mash composed by 
weight as follows: 

Corn meal, three parts, shorts and bran, 
tAvo parts and one part^pf finely ground pats, 
and barley.' To this add.'a little beef or blood 
meal or similar product, which can be pro- 

■ cured at most feed Stpresr' 'If this cannot be 
obtained use some reliable poti-Jtry food, but 
avoid the foods that arc used for egg produc- 
tion, as they contain spices that are not de- 
sirable for fattening chicks. T3)amnen the meal 
with skim milk; dampen enough in the morn- 
ing to, do during the day, but do not let it 

•stand overnight, as it will sour. Alwaj's feed 
regularly; v: is better to feed at stated inter- 
vals. They will do better on the same amount 
of feed if fed several times a clay, than they 
will, if fed only three times. 

At 8 o'clock give mash. At Ji o'clock' give 
a feed of cracked corn or wheat tailings; whole 
or unscreened wheat may be used after the 
chicks have attained the age pf six weeks. 
Whole wheat may be fed in litter. At i p.m. 
give ; boiled rice; if it can ^be prociired';.cbeaply 
enough;^ sucii ias crackeS^' rice: ' 'Venietiaii red 
should be fed at this time every other day. If 
rice cannot be fed feed mash. Rice acts as a 
regulator for the bowels and stomach. At 3 
p.m. give green food ; this will depend on 
what is obtainable, potatoes, roots, cabbage, 
lettuce, or fine clover, will do. .A meat chop- 
per will be found convenient for chopping the 
green stuff. At 5 p.m. cracked corn or wheat 
tailings. . 

The chicks may be fed this diet for about 
six weeks, but it is not advisiablc to feijd it for 
too long. This diet does equally well for 
cockerels in tlie fall as for small chicks, and 



■you may take the cockerels at any time de- 
sired and feed them three or four weeks to 
thoroughly fatten them, but we always think it 
pays better to commence feeding as soon as 
the cockerels can be detected. We have found 
that it seldom pays to feed cockerels any long- 
er than is necessary. Do not try to fatten the 
cockerels when running at large with. the pul- 
lets, as they cannot be properly fattened unless 
the puUets are forced also, which is not desir- 
able, although the majority of pullets should 
be fed more than they usually receive. Feed 
in troughs or shallow tins; have plenty in or- 
der that they may all have a fair chance. Af- 
ter they have eaten for ten minutes remove 
the troughs, and what is left feed, to other 
fpvvl^ as it should- never, b 
v . Granulated chf^Vicoalfis 'atr: excellent regula- 
tor; this may be .crushed with a hammer or 
mallet as only a jittle is required. 
..^' ';i|Giye. 'fine grit, never feed the coarse grit 
th'at'is sold to be fed to hens. If j'our dealer 
cannot supply you with the No. i chicken 
grit, sift No. 2 ,yr get some fine gravel.

' ; HENS VS.' INCUBATORS 

We have heard considerable about the hen 
being .so much better to turn out eggs than 
the incubator, and there is no doubt that a 
good sitter will beat any incubator But here 
is something on the other side, Mrs. Newton, 
of Plaisance, put 142 Barred Rock eggs ia an 
incubator-:and;hatched 113 good strong chicks. 
Fearing tha^' the machine would not -attend to 
business, seventy-eight eggs were put under 
hens, and from these thirty-six chicks were 
produced. Both lots are doing well, of the 113 
hatched artiifically no are alive; one was kill- 
ed in a thunderstorm and the other two did not 
die a natural death. This gives a percentage 
of all eggs set and hatched under hens at 46, 
while. the machine hatched 79 per. cent of., those 
■committed to its care. ■ ^

SEPARATING THE SEXES 

Most authorities advise one to separate the 
cockerels from the pullets as soon as they can 
be distinguished. It is doubtless a good prac- 
tice to part them when the cockerels are large 
enough to be troublesome, but with younger 
chicks one must be very careful to keep those 
of different ages apart. The big ones will be 
sure to crowd the younger ones. All weak 
-chicks or those that are not thrifty should be 
put away from the others. It is not always ne- 
cessary to }-ard each lot; confine them to their 
house for a short time, and though they may 
roam all over during the day they .vvill come, 
home to ropst. 



GAPE CURE. .. •,.. ,' 

Gapes are the result of parasitic worms in 
the windpipe. One cure is to dislodge them. 
This is sometimes accompli.s.hed by placing the 
chicks in "a box covered with muslin and diist-! 
ing fine lime through the cloth. The chickS; 
breathe the lime, and, as it comes in contact 
with the worms, these let go of the membranes 
and are dislodged by the coughing and sneez- 
ing caused by the lime. To prevent gapes, 
keep the chicks on ground where fowls have 
not previously been. This may be done either 
by spading old ground deeply, each year, or 
keeping them outside the poultry yard. 



ALFALFA, FOR CHICKS 

Nothing seems to riiake'^he young chicks 
grow like a run in the alfalfa field. As soon as 
they are large enough to do without heat they 
are put into colony houses in llie alfalfa, and 
the way they grow is astonishing. We put. a 
large hopper for several houses, give them 
what wheat they will cat, and leave them en- 
tirely alone. Morning and night is about the 
only time the chicks crowd around the grain; 
during the day they are out through the al- 
falfa.

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Where Human Life Not Count 



A record-breaking sky-scraper was going 
1 • up in Ne>y york to, a tremendous tune of crcak- 
' ■ " ihg defricks' ah'd' claiigirig iron, mingled witii 
the sharp staccato of pneumatic hammers and 
the hiss of Avhite-hot bolts, tossed streaking 
through the air, from story to story, in as ner- 
vous and reckless a game of calch-as-catch- 
can as ever was played with an innocent hand- 
f/. Ijall. 

K-^ The iron foreman — a serious-faced, bull-- 
} .. necked young man— stood below for a moment, 
■f ' bawling up a savage warning at two daring fcl- 
^- lows. They were riding upon a huge iron 
beam tliat sailed up from the street, swayed 
j)ondcrously in mid air, and then swung rapid- 
ly into its lofty anchorage in the maze of col- 
umns, posts, and girders. He made a quick 
grimace of relief and answered a question, his 
eyes all the time darting anxiously over the 
great iron cage above him, 

"Yep! Story of iron a day — that's niy or- 
ders; and, what's mpre, we'll make it! But I 
got other orders, too — got 'cm straight, and 
they're what keep me guessin'. They told me 
not to kill any men on this job !" 

He spoke of it as stolidly as one would 
mention a waste of materials, and abruptly 
concluded the interview by^slidlng down a lad- 
der to yell at a derrick-tender. 

Thirty minutes later an ambulance rang 
Then, in rapid succession, another came, and 
its way into the narrow, truck congested street, 
yet another. Three accidents had happened, 
; and the foreman was cursing the day for a 
;'■ "blue Mondaj'." 

V One of his best "pushers," or assistant fore- 

men, liad a leg stripped to the bone by a slid- 
ing fifteen-ton column. Another man had a 
hand clipped off at the wrist. A third — the 
same derrick-tender whom he had recently ad- 
monished, an old bridge-worker who in differ- 
ent accidents on other jobs had suffered frac- 
tures of both legs and several ribs — had been 
hurled over the derrick-drum, and now lay 
helpless on a hospital cot, groaning with the 
pain of a dislocated shoulder. 
. •.. Onl}' two gangs, of seven men each, were 
^' disturbed — and they merely for a few minutes 
— by these disasters. The rattling, daredevil 
work went swiftl}' and remorseie.ssl}' on. 
Three ironworkers out of a wailing line of a 
dozen eager applicants got the places of the 
injured men. The others, standing there pa- 
■; , tiently, vvith their overalls in little newspaper 
i. bundles tucked- under their arms, looked disap- 
pointed but hopeful. There was scarcely a 
word of comment on the accident. 

Incidents of the Ironworker's Life 
A running interview with "the waiting line 
disclosed the fact that there .was not a single 
man in it but had at one time or another suf- 
fered serious injury. Some had been hurt many 
times, and all had had iiiiraculous escapes from 
death. . 

; One had fallen through the "false work" of 

the Manhattan bridge ; result, three rii)s and an 
arm broken. Another had dropped one hun- 
dred and twent^'-eight feet from the Eads 
bridge at St. I.ouis ; no injuries, though the 
impact of the water split his clothes. Another 
had had a leg broken on tiic Fort Dodge bridge 
— and so on along the lino. I'he last man, a 
tall, rangy type from Montana, held one hand 
deep down in his pocket as he talked. .A.t 
length he furtively produced it. The fingers 
had been clean cut off at the knuckles. 

"That hapjjened on the Vancouver bridge," 
said he. "I ain't proud of it. I always keep it 
hid when I'm asking for a job. They don't 
like one-handed men; but I'm just as good as 
ever — and I prove it. once I get working." 

"Any more injuries?" 

"A few," said he, smiling, The smile dis- 
closed a row of gold teeth below and a bridge 
on the upper jaw. "Got that last spring," he 
explained. "A nigger-head" — a «wind]ass — 
"broke, and a flying splinter hit mc in the 
mouth." 

"Any more ?" 

He bared his f(jrcarni and disclosed a deep 
red scar three inches long. 

"Got a hot rivet in the gauntlet of my glove 
— and here, feel of this upper arm. Had a com- 
pound fracture three from falling through a 
water-tower up in Sault Ste. Marie. Busted a 
a few r bs, too — and I got another rivet-burn 
on my ankle." 

"And still 3'on want to work?" 

"H'm?" he <|ucstioncil with a puzzled 
frown; then he added eagerly: "Why, sure! 
It's my trade." 

Interviews with the day and night shifLs — 
there were more than fifty ironworkers on this 
' job — gave similar results. And with the tell- 
ing of individual experiences came the echoes 
of wholesale disasters — of the Quebec bridge, 
with its death-list of ninety-seven; of building's 
here and there in New '^'ork' and other cities 
which have proven veritable morgues ; of the 
ii' -. . Blackwell's Island bridge, in the construction 
of which some sixty men were rammed and 
chapped by swinging steel, not Tn one great 
crash, but steadily, clay in and day out, as the 
work progressed. 

There can be no doubt as io the constant 
hazard of the ironworker's trade; least of all 
does he question it himself. 

Mc knows that he can greatly reduce his 
risks by being careful and keeping sober; and, 
if he is a union man, lie will argue — and prob- 
ably with justice— -against an "open-shop" job, 
where the blntiders of green hands are bound 
to cost lives. But he will take an "open-shop" 
job if he can't get another, and he will be reck- 
less, and too often he will get drunk; and even 
with his own gang of experienced, steady men, 
each safeguarding the other, and generally un- 
der the most favorable circumstances, he real- 
izes, when he thinks about it at all, that in- 
jury or death is among his chances every day; 
that 6pme day, sooner or later, the ambulance 



will come clanging for him. He. cannot escape 
forever; yet he holds to his trade,vandj:;lm^ 
for employment for a rewai-d of •'twenty-four 
dollars a Avcek. 

]n other words, and to put it more plainly, 
this man risks his life — r.nd cheerfully — for lit- 
tle more than the mere return of a livelihood. 
He gets good wages, but no more than the 
normal figure for ^. skilli^ditrade,^^. 
he receives .nbt'a: pehny.'^ ''' ' ■■•H:^'''>>--'?>>'s,V: 

While he is treading a four-inch flange, se;y- 
eral hundred feet high above the earth, or 
catching in a pail a white-hot rivet tossed from 
a flaming forge forty feet away, or clawing cat- 
like amid a jjandeaionium -of whip-snapijing 
cables and swinging iron — with the hand of 
death so near him, and the consciousness of it 
so keen in his min4. that you .can thr.o.)v. him 
into the rigidity of white-faced fear : wif^n . a 
"cluck" of the tongue — while he is daring, ^u,ch 
peril as this, his fellow tradesman, the plufnb- 
cr, is working in a safe environment for exact- 
ly the same wage. 

The two trades may fairly be said to de- 
mand ccjuak skill and about the same appren- 
ticeshii). Their wages, e\-idciUly, arc based 
ui)on their equality in these respects. The 
pay-roll takes no account of their widely dif- 
ferent tlegree of danger. 

Why Do Men Enter Dangerous Trades? 
Several interesting questions arc raised 
here. Why does a man of his own free wiH se- 
lect a dangerous calling? Why is it that, over 
and above his skill and labor, he receives no re- 
turn whatever for the risks he takes? Is it 
possible that human life counts for nothing in 
this workaday world—either to employee or 
employer? 

These questions may bo treated from two 
main standpoints — a jisychological one and an 
economic one; but, before taking them up, let 
us glance at some of the other dangerous 
trades. 

The submarine diver receives higher wages 
than the bridge-worker. ' Why? 

At first thought, one is inclined to say that 
the diver's risk is greater. To the average 
layman there is something uncanny about 
working under water — in tlie inky de]Hhs of 
river bottoms, or in the shark-in'fes'tcd shal- 
lows of the sea, And undoubtedly the diver's 
task is dangerous. His sole hold on life is a 
slender rubber hose— the' jife-line— through 
which air is pumped'to Hirn ; a mud-banic may 
slide, cargo in the hold of a sunken ship may 
shift, and his air-pipe mrf}' be buried and 
choked; or it may be fouled and cut. 

But a candid diver will laugh at these fears. 
Sharks arc too much frightened to approach 
him; and as for the life-line, it is made of many 
plies of rubber and canvas, so solid, in fact, that 
his iron shoe, topped by his own weight, 
scarcely compresses it at all. He has. supreme 
confidence in it. The accident insurance com- 
panies, basing their schedules on carefully 
compiled statistics, put him on the same basis 
a.s the bridge-worker — "extra hazardous" — 
with the same premium, and one thousand dol- 
lars as the limit of insurance. This fact is tol- 
erably conclusive evidence that the diver's risk 
is no greater. 

_ As a matter of fact, the submarine di\-er re- 
ceive.s higher wages onlj; because he docs more 
kinds of skilled work. ' He tfiust be an all- 
around mechanic, and somethiifg of a genius, 
too. When he goes down to a wreck there is 
no telling whether he will have to do carpen- 
tering, engineering, blacksmithing, or what 
not. He is paid for his abili*-- and ingenuity 
in all these trades, -not for the risk that he 
runs, ' ■ 



' The Work pf the'Sand Hog

The ail-pressure within the tunnel or cais- 
son is double, treble, or even almost quadruple 
the normal pressure in the open air. .A candle 
burns swiftly in this condensed atmosphere; a 
cigar will yield iannnfcli' 6f^ ash .to one loiijg^, puf f ; : 
and the saiVd' bo^Fb'urris up his substance in 
mudi the , gairiC;\^rapid way. He gets two or 
three tinids';as itiuich o.xygen as the ordinary 
person, and demands as much more food. Thus, 
in the pursuit of his work, he grows fat and 
short- lived. One never sees an old sand hog, 
it is said. 

Here, evidently, is an undesirable occupa- 
tion ; yet a vacant place iii the rank's'J.is.i never 
c m p t}' for long. vSand hogs are recruit edf'f rpni 
longshoreinenvJintl sailors out of work^;;arid 
easily eilSt)Ugh-.'"?^TPhc danger is never made .a. 
point between employer and applicant. 

It is a specialized occupation, and so draws 
a high Avage; but it is specialized because it de- 
mands a man bf.reisceptlonally, fine physique, 
not a claritig.imai^.''10;;.^\^^^^ a drunkard, 

. man ,^yiitl^;,ariy 'defect organs, could 

not stand' thatvcompreslea air for' • the duration 
of a short shift; and the contractor does not 
want him, wdiatever his courage. As it is, cais- 
son disease — "the bends." the sand hogs call 
it — is frequent with the best men, and an ex- 
pensive air-lock haspital -must be maintained 
in consequence. 

The sand hog is culled from the ranks; he is 
a selectei^product of .anjnial. brawn and resist- 
ance. As the strain of "'the work' increases, so 
does his pay per hour. When the caissons were 
being sunk for the new .Manhattan bridge, and 
the work ha.d reached a depth where the air 
was foul with carbonic-acid gas and the pres- 
sure exceeded forty-five pounds, they offered 
.as much as ten dollars for two shifts a day of 
forty-five minutes each. Quite a w;agc, this; 
yet it; was, not .made; as '^J'sppj/to' tla^^^ much

The Death Roll of the Coal Mines 

In the so-called State of Anthracite — a dis- 
trict comprising nine counties in eastern Penn- 
sylvania—more than one thousand coal miners 



iarevkilled' on -an average ;each year. In the 
;b.ituitniiious belt, a much larger district, ■ the 
'deSth and injury list runs up into the thou- 
sands annually. So great and .so nurnerous arc 
the disasters here, in fact, that many of us have 
come to look upon this toiler of the underworld 
as a lab'or;tiiiitt\Yhc> dies as he lives-;-in num- 
bers. 

Thci-air^^'esfb/e^ with 
inflani'mable 'diist aiid i^^^ with; gases 

, which, when' they explode, rend hiirr and burn 
'up his body. He takes his life in his hands 
when he grasps his dinner pail every morning, 
and in his stolid way he knows it. Yet he re- 
ceives only a mediocre wage, and. In his occupa- 
tion there is no gradation of pay according to 
the varying degrees of risk. Skill and experi - 
ence are the determi'ping factors. Breaker- 
boy, door-boy, drivei-; laborer, miner-^this is 
the order of precedence, with highc'r wages for 
each job because of added experience. 

There is one more step. A miner may be- 
come a fire-fighter, and get higher wages, but 
not for added risks. ,A fire-fighter is. simpl}' 
a skilled miner, possessing .a little more knowl- 
edge and imagination than his ifelldw in the 
ranks, enough to help others out iDf the .tlack 
hole -when dread disaster comes." ■ He is pafd 
for this additional skill. 

It is so in the steel industry. Nothing, least 
of all a human life, must interfere with tlic 
mighty rush of the work. Only the job counts ; 
and, strangely enough, the men themselves 
seem 'to., be in- accord. .with, this idea of it. A 
gahg 'pf Slav's will vvorlc steadily on alongside 
the bodies of^their dead comrades.: >

Siich 
is the general record of the service. Yet, for 
all his nigged Avork, his dangerous and lonely 
night patrols, his instructions to risk death at 
any. p^pprtuijity t^ save: life, he receiyeS-T^and, 
let usihopeV'is contented ■vvith--^thein%mHceht 
wage of sixty dollars a month, -".vith two idle 
months without pay; and out of this he must 
provide his "grub" and the Avhite suits, blue 
suits, and "sou'westcrs" that he has to Avear. 

Steeple-climbers, like deep-sea divers, fre- 
quentl}' make high wages; but only when they 
secure Avork by contract. Then they employ 
others to take the same risks that they take 
themselves — or even greater ones — for the or- 
dinary pay :0f a mechanic. Here the high wage 
is"/siiTlply the result' of enterprise; khd in any 
event the steeple-climber is paid, not for his 
hazardous climb of a steeple, but for what he 
can do Avhcn he gets there. 

What docs it all mean? 

"Simply this, from my standpoint," says the 
employer. "It is pure!}' a matter of demand 
and supply. I want fifty bridge-workers, let 



Handcuffs 



In \'ii-gil is to bo found the first recorded in- 
stance of the use of handcuffs, says the London 
Globe, lor the i)oet tells us that Proteus was 
llins fftterofl and renilered jiowerless bv Aris- 
tius, who apparently knew that even tlie gods 
themselves were not proof against this form of 
persuasion. 

In the fourth century B. C. an army of vic- 
torious (/reeks fotind several chariots ftill of 
handcuffs among the baggage of the defeated 
Carthaginians, and it is hardly probable that 
the ancient Egyptians had some contrivance 
of the kind. The Avord is derived from the 
.'\nglo-Saxon "handcop," Avdiencc comes evi- 
dently the slang term "copper." 

In earliest Saxon days ' "hand-cops" were 
used for nobles, and "fool-cops" for kings, but 
in the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries the' 
words were supplanted by the terms "shack 
bolt" and "swivel manacle," and the in.'itru- 
ments were as cumbersome as the names by 
which they were knoAvn. 

Up to the middle of the last century there 
were two kiflds of handciiff in general use; One, 
known as the "flexible," was very like those 
which arc still used ; the other kind, called the 
"figure eight," Averc used to restrain violent 
prisoners, it was so fashicjned that the cai)ti\-e 
could not move his hands, ami \N-as uiii\'crsall)' 
dreaded, for the pain caused by a limb immov- 
ably confined is almost unbearable. 

A simple but powerful device for securing 
prisoners Avas the "twister," npWf abolished ow- 
ing to the injuries if iiiflicted. It cOiislsted of a 
chain with handles at each end. The chain Avas 
put around the wrists, the handles brought to- 
gether and twisted until a firm grip was obtain- 
ed. The least struggle on the part of the cap- 
tive and the chains l)it deep into his wrists. Of 
tiie same nature, but made of Avirc, is "la 
ilgotc," Avhile in an emergency whipcord has 
pro^qd^perfectlv satisfactory.

\V Iiy, it -s only a oral) !" .said my assistant 
Fritz, as his boot pressed one into tlie pebbly 
sand ot tiie little British Columbian bav we 
Averc studying beside.

Ahead of us every cup-like depression in 
the sand held the form of the shore crabs, 
green, red, horseshoe. In many a discarded 
limpet's shell a long claw showed. 1 lere \vas 
the home of the Hermit craix \\ ilh their solt 
tails thej' fear mutilation, so in tlicy creep into 
these empty shells. All the way oui to the low- 
esit tide line we found thousands of crabs of 
.^many vanettes; but not until we aijjjruached 
the mouth of a river did wc fuid any big edible 
ones.' Of course, as soon as Ave found crabs we 
also found men, for they hunt them tmdit am 
day. 

There were two edible crabs on these tlats 
The Red and the Grey. 'I'he first is not mar 
etcd, but is the smaller and .sweeter crab. The 
other is very similar to the Blue crab of the 
Atlantic. 

We' promptly struck up hn acquaintance 
with an Icelandic colony, thrifty, clean people. 
The women were busy making nets for the 
crab cages. These rude ones were made of fir 
strius and i:(>\-cred with netting and weighted 
with stones. The Swedes, however, used a 
i)etter trap. An iron rod s(|uarc — as in tiic 
picture- — covered with well tarred cord. Fritz 
and I went a-baiting with llicm. ^\'eli iny nose 
could have guided me to the bait at midnight. 
Never did 1 see such ancient and evil-smelling 
a bait. Luckily there was not enough of this, 
so we had to net small creeks for coarse salt 
water fish. It was dark- when wc drew in the 
last netful] and a regular river of eels and rat 
fish and ])orl<ies and sticklebacks, .snu'lt, her- 
ring, and I fear trout, s]>lasl-.ed down upon our 
feet and stockinged ankles. I experienced the 
sensation of 8^ pincushion until I leaped upon 
the seat, and thus we rowed back, fish and fish- 
odor laden. 

Xight though it was, nn sooner had a sorry 
bite passed from larry iiamls to wind-chapped 
mouth, then the Swede wa.s ready to row ont 
and set forty tra])s.

P.right and carJy the ne.\t 
morning we were ready for 
the crabincui But we de- 
cided to wait for the after- 
noon tide. 1 thought his 
bait -was strong enough to 
attract every crab in the 
bay. ilowever, we were 
soon., bailing and paddling 
along merrily. We -found 
the cedar float that marked 
his first trap of hi.s hrst 
line; they were in series of 
five or ten, about thirty feet 
a]3art on the rope . The lirst 
cage of mud and. water 
that splashed in settled com- 
fortably on Fritz's lap. as he 
had just slid into the middle 
scat to see the better. In it 
were si.\- big grc}' crabs. 
They had entered through 
the narrowing tunnel — just 
seven inches across at the 
smaller end, just the size of 
the crabs fit for the market, 
and none ever seem to find 
their way out of this centre . 
hung net tunnel. 

My! why fun it was to 
see Fitz's big eyes watching 
the horny-handed Swede 
(live his stretched fingers 
into that nijiping, clawing 
mass! — and ever)- time h.e caught the crab, 
and it did not catch him.

We have seen them in shal- 
low shore water, usually the smaller ones, in 
brackish water ; in deep sea places wc have 
dragged them." ..Always they, love to live where 
the \vatcf gras.ses grow.' There, on the rivci- 
flats all along this winding coast, wc have seen 
them crowding each July and August. 

"Watch this one swim, laddies." Wc laid 
the pair in a' deep rock pool. .Down thcy.sank, 




the swimming legs at the stern, big paddles, 
assisting to steer them.- Wc saw that they usu- 
ally walked along. sideways, often backwards; 
finally as thctidc came in we saw them glide 
off with its force, the pincher claw on the left 
held in under the body, the clubbing claw on 
the right extended out the way it was going. 
^\'e watched these tw-o run shorcwards then 
settle on the muddy bottom. Soon one took a 
clawful of mud and pressed it again.st his shell 
and edged, off about , a foot. Again and_ag_ain- 
hc repeated this until he 'quite a hollow iri the 
sandy mud >vith .a' paft, wall built uj) about 
him. She soon started to carry and build, 
.soon the two circular walls grew a])o\e the 
water — no, the tide wa.s again falling, and these 
clever things were jirovidiiig shoretraps and 
hideu-avs for themselves. l)own backwards 
into the centre of the wet mud fort they started 
to dig. each in its own inclosurc. . Within' two - 
liour.s of the time they started both forts .were 
built and each crab, Ayag'sunk backwards ih the 
centre Avith only his eyes and antennas 'pro- 
truding — all ready for a quiet, cool rest, or to 
sally .forth and sicze and devour anything that 
came its way,' The first was a smelt lhal 
weakly flojjpeil over Mr. Crab's fort wall. It 
was seized in a trice — whatever that is — aiul 
soon rent to pieces. Down, like a Jack-in--'the- 
liox. the creature AvitlKlrew,'ijopping up almbJit 
immediately to seize a bit of rock that ailiiiced 
i'cnvn oif the wall. It threw this aside at once 
: ...1 turned aiul ran swiftly up its fort wall and 
lowed in a bit of shcll-iricrusted .Avced that was 
drifting past. Soon thq tide drained both forts, 
and -we walked over to see how they were hid-

This big hard shell fish is'at times as sensi- 
tive as the human' eye. .Look closely at the 
shell of the one I am holding up to Fritz's eyes. 
All down the side of the shell or carapace is a 
line, at first white, then dark. All the low 
back end of the body is actually spliUing open. 
For one or two niinutes after we laid the crab 
back in its sheltered place, the shell remained 
the same; then it opened- more sioAvly, and;;th^^^^^^ 
whole body of the crab semed to throb -'jiiid'. 
wave," and the legs were ckitched up and (lown 
spasmodically. Finally the shell lifted further 
and the soft, red body began to protrude, slow- 
ly the body came forth, then the long, now red, 
transparent, legs began to follow; soon the 
creatiire was hanging from the shell, just the 
tips of the long legs left within. Then they 
separated, and'b'efpr^;tlre-4ad's asto^^ gaze, 
sat two' crabi' wlTieh' '"oiily : on"^ 1^^^^ before. 
-He-lifted the shell, empty arid light. He lifted 
■thd- ci-db,- soft and heavy. It' bad grown con- 
.siderably since the shell started to crack, and 
before the .salts of lime that issue from its own 
pores forms another shell it will be a much 
l)iggcr crab than it was an hour or two ago. 
Wonderful digesters these things are; they are 
forever eating, yet each one.Aveidisse'ct' has an 
almost empty stpiriach. Ypii-'can always tell 
the male from the "female, as; he has. a long nar- 
row arpon, and bers'i.s broad and stout. 

About August we often come across a fe- 
male tightly held in the clutches of a male. ]ly 
the shell signs, he knows she is soon to cast 
her shell. Young adults do this twice a year, 
so.' he has chosen her for his mate, and will 
jthus. cling to her.-.for days,, both feeding back 
arid forward Avith the tide, until such time as 
he finds a safely secluded spot to hide her away 
in. Here be guards her until tht shell is cast 
and she is impregnated; then they separate to 
go their several Avays. She now seeks the deep 
water, and the one, two or three million- eggs 
issue and cleave to the hairs of the apron in a 
jelly-^likc mass. She is in the 'Hjerry" stage 
now, and carries , ill" these young safely hidden 
upder her aproii until they begin to drop off in 
the free. swimming stage. They then start back 
for shalioAV water, carrying the young to their 
mouth.s-cannibals. Luckily few reach the age 
where they sink below and form the limy shell, 
else all the ocean would soon be a mass of dy- 
ing crabs. Many times they cast 'their shell, 
six times the first year, twice after, until they 
get old-chaps ,that; seem to Ijave lost this power, 
then barnaclfes and oysters and ci-aRi and ni.us- 
sels and limpets and anemones and spawcleds' 
grow on . the slow moving agedone until "! it 
looks like a moving shell fish stall. 

■ I was much amused by one big young male 
suddenly twisting its claw off and twisting it- 
scU out' of the lad's hand and falling into the 
water and darting off.

' ' BRITISH EAST AFRICA 

Lord Cardross iii ¥he Eriip^^^ 

• British East Africa is known to the.average 
man as the big game hunters' paradise.' In- 
deed, as a fieUffor the slaughter of wild beasts 
it is comparatively well known, but as a field 
for the investment of capital it has so far at- 
tracted but little attention. In this article I 
do not propose to go into the many problems 
which the country has to face. The native 
problem and such questions as land settlement, 
Indran immigration ..-and. labor: , will not be 
solved finally either tpday or tomorrow. All I 
-vyish to point ottt 'here is that the development 
of the country is, proceeding quietly but sure- 
ly, and also to show along what lines that de- 
velopment is taking place. 

Those who, like myself, have lived in Brit- 
ish Fast Africa for a year or two at a time 
have seen the settlers in the high country mak- 
ing gallant efforts to overcome .the difficulties 
which the pipneer'coriimunity: of a new coun- 
try has invariably to face. At times political 
feelirig has run very high, and on two occas- 
ions at least during the goycrnship of Sir 
James Mayes Sadler the authorities took what 
may be described as extremely severe steps to 
quell what they considered as insults to His 
Majesty's representative. I cannot go into 
the merits of thc.se cases, except to say that 
when political feeling runs high, words are apt 
.to be used which are regretted almost as soon 
.as-. they are ,uttered. There is, however, no 
joom.to doubt that if the settlers had been han- 
dled in a, tactful manner one of these. incidents 
would never have taken place. Still it must be 
remembered that the settlers had many real 
grievances wdiich have since then been to a 
large extent removed. One. >vell-known pio- 
neer, evidently suffering from moqientary dc- 
prc|Ssion, has described East Africa as the home 
'6f the tick, the leopard, the baboon and the 
amateur official. It is certainly true that there 
are plenty of ticks to be found in some parts of 
the country, also leopards and baboons, but the 
whole country is not overrun with ticks and 
baboons, nor are all the officials amateurs. Un- 
fortunately in thelpast ther.e^htts beeir^consider- 
able frlction betiveen the settlers -jind the offi- 
cials, but I am glaB to say that thi^^'most nnde-- 
sfrable state of affairs is fa'st showiiig sign's of 
disai-)pcaringi " ' 

Before dealing with the tropical coast belt, 
f will say something of that glorious and 
liealtliy hi.gh country now, for the first time, 
l.ieing colonized by white men. Nairobi, the 
capital of the country, stands at an altitude oi 
some 5,400 feet above sea-level, and is some 
350 miles from the port, which is Mombasa. 
.The train takes some twenty-four hours to cov- 
er this distance. No .coal has yet been discov- 
ered in the cQuntry and so wood fuel has to be 
used for-the engines. Nairobi cannot be said to 
be a beautiful town, though thanks to .Mr. 
Ainsworth's foresight in the -early days there 
are long avenues of shady trees which do. much 



to relieve the lack of beauty so noticeable in , 
most of the buildings. Around Nairobi there 
is a farming comriiunity and most crops which 
thrive in European countries do very-Avelh 
■Eor'iristanc'e', potatoes, beans, oats, barley aiid 
maize all thrive, and though wneat is still in 
the experimental stage, and despite the fact 
that there has been a considerable amount- of 
rust in places, some very good crops ha\'e been 
harvested, and rcannot''help thinking that it is 
only a question; of finding the right sort ot 
wdieat to siiit the country. , 
:^'tt^:'0dnit planters are going in for coffee, oth- 
#s'are relying upon black wattle which gives a 
gobd'return after a year or two.' The bark of 
the black wattle tree (Acacia mollissima) is 
used for tanning purposes, and black wattle 
growing has proved a paying proposition _ in 
parts of Natal. There are also one or tAvo dairy . 
farmers' who find a ready .sale fpr:.theiic|i)rodu^ 
in Nairobi, though naturally the'amo^nl^offi^foS-;;. 
'ducc required is not; a ' large one. BlHrmg^the' 
dry Weather, however, the dairy farm'ers' find 
it difficult to keep up anything like a good siip- 
ply of milk arid butter, and it is only natural 
that if the cows arc to' continue giving a fair 
supply of milk they rinist be given extra feed; 
at least one dairy farmer has built a silo and 
make ensilage out of green' ■mealiefv.st^Iks, 
though I have not yet heard whe^tH'ei^ these ex- 
■periments have been sijccessfiil" or not. As in 
"other pirt's .of Afri'ca,' there a>e many different 
cattle diseases, and until farms are fenced .these 
diseases will, I fear, continue. ■ 

Strenuous efforts are being made to check 
the spread of Fast Coast fever, which has 
caused severe losses in the herds around the 
Nairobi district. A bacon factory has been es- 
tablished at Linioru, some nine miles from 
■Nairobi, and most of the farmers keep.a certain 
riumb'ei* of pigs. The quality of 'the bacon 
tiirned out is excellent. The factory Avas erect- 
cfl by the East 'Vfrican Estates Companj^, wdio 
have also very large interests on the coast. 

About fift}' miles further up the railway 
line we reach .\'aivasha, the centre of the sheep 
and cattle-raising countiy: Here the grazing 
is rnagnificcnt. Very good results have been 
obtained by crossing the native ewes with Me- 
rino rams, and, anyone visiting Lord Dela- 
mere's Soysambii .estate, or the estate: pf Mr. 
Gdlbraitli Cole.' close by at Gilgil, cannot fail 
to be struck by;the, results. , Good: pric^^^^ 
been obtained for the" wodl-of th^'three-qu^^^ 
bred sheep. " ' 

Since the arrival in British East Africa of 
the new Governor a more hopeful feeling, has 
prevailed and many changes for the better have 
already taken place. ' A direqt result of his ar- 
;r^iyal has been -a systematic effort to arrange 
an export trade in maize", from East; Africa. 
Maize can be groAvn in all the agricuitiiral ;dis- 
tricts, and it seems -highly probable ' tlVat^'th^^^ 
experiment will prove a success; and ribw that..; 
confidence has been restored, a gradual iriflinc'' 
of .£;ettlers and capital into the highlands of 
British East Africa may be expected. 

As regards the coast belt of Briti.sh Fast 
Africa', very little is known; in fact, few peo- 
ple have traveled through this district. Many 
of ithe .Wdest coldhists know nothing of the 
coast beyond -ivhat they savv at the port of ar- 
rival, as the Governinent have done scarcely 
anything to encourage the development of this, 
the richest part of the country. To see what 
can be done it is only necessary to visit the 
neighboring colony of German East Africa. 
There nnich .capital has been invested in the 
establishment of sisal and rubber plantations. 
Some pf the sisal .plantations .have paid large 
dividends; arid'thiire is any quaiititylbf land^ m 
our own colony equally good, cvenTf jit'isi iipt 
better suited for the cultivation of si'sal' henip 
and rubber. I need scarcely add that sisal hemp 
is used for making ropes, and that large for- 
tunes have been made by growers of this {jlant 
in Yucatan. ,'\s for rubber, the variety best 
suited to the East. African coast belt is Ccara, 
and several th6itsand..a(;nes.ot:this variety have 
l)een planted in Germ.ari'':E:ast'';Aftica. Some of 
the plantations ,arf tjje result ipi pri'yate 'enter?: 
prise, but'rhpst -biF' thc"m are' Owned ''by fcioin- 
panics. ■ 

About nine months ago T visited the propcr- 
ty of the East .Africa Estates Companv, com- 
prisin.g some .300,000 acres of land, and roughly 
speaking extending from Mombasa to German 
territory. T found that the companv had start- 
ed developing in earnest, that some i .=50 acres 
of rubber had been planted out and" a sisal 
plantation established, Model .biiildin.gs had 
been erected for the Avorkmcn employed on-the 
estate, and also accountants' offices.' 'etc. '''The 
rubber had only recently been transplanted 
from the nursery, but the young trees looked' 
splendid, and- according to recent reports have 
niade rapid growth.. There is every reason to 
believe that there are thousands of acres of 
land along the..Avhole coast belt of British 
East Africa. su.itable for rubber and sisal plant- 
ing. (Cocoanuts. also. tliriye,\v.ell.dn*m.any. parts. 
-Mready 'a considerable rituhbcr' of .planlatibiis 
exist, nio&t..pf .which are pjyne'd . 'either b'y^Arabs 
or Indians,- and ihese bring in .good rettirris' to 
their owners. 

Considering the quality of ihe land it is sur- 
prising so little attention has been .!.';ivcn to the 
coast belt by capitalists, though it' is but fair 
to say that the rubber boom has had the effect 
.of bringin.g a .qertain ; amount of .capitalHinto 
East Africa, arid 'during the last few mpiVlhs 
several fjroperties have licen floated in London;, 
'and it is pvobalile more will follow, ';■.' 

As to the climate of the coast belt it,\yould.; 
be absurd to ]iretcnd that it is a health rcsort'or, 
anything like it. Moscpiitoes and malaria are 
pretty w-ell known there, but if a man takes pre- 
cautions, is decently housed and docs himself 
Ay.ell,- there is po reason why he should riot keep 
•in hcaJtj-i, The \yhole prospects of the countrA'^ 
seei-n to be gijeatly .improved, and though much 
spade \vork remg.ins'^fP be done, under the pres- 
ent regime invcstn-ient is now becomin.g pos- 
sible. •■ ' ' 

-As a last, word. T may perhaps add that 
more [generous land laws must be framed, as 
the, whole of the. settlers and planters arc dis- 
satisfied with the present system of land tenure; 
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Edison Seeking New Force 



■A new power, a force to be drawn from the 
ether, an as yet undiscovered something that 
vyill .cause as great a revohition as electricity 
vhas^adsedi-sucH isrl'hc^ 

^r,. "I cannot guess what this' power will be, 
■he saiA to a^writer for the Sunday World, "nor 
how' it will be discovered, but its discovery will 
be an accident. There are many forces at work 
around us, but . we shall not find them unless 
something happens that will reveal them to 
one of our five senses. Something will have to 
happen to agitate or excite this force and. trans- 
form it into light, or hekt/ or some other' rnarii- 
festation that we can understand through our 
senses. 

."There are any number of undulations in 
the ether right Iiere in this room, but what, they 
are we don't know. To illustrate our ignor- 
ance : Once when dining with a learned physi- 
ology professor of the University of Berlin I 
wiggled my forefinger «£ him and asked him 
what made it move. He couldn't tell. There 
you have a form of motion that we don't know 
anything about — we don't know what it is. 

"And so, there is yet to be a discovery in 
the domain of motion in the ether, something 
that we shall be able to carry on wires to great 
distances, and that, perhaps, will afford us 
power, but cannot guess what it will be." 

Throughout the interview Mr. Edison kept 
reverting to this idea — the probability of some 
new • and as yet unthought of power or force 
being discovered, as were the X-ray and 
radium, for instance. 

It was impossible for the inventor to ex- 
pound the idea further, for, after all, it is only 
an idea of a possible something, the nature of 
which not even he with all his wisdom could 
even guess. Yet a mere idea of Thomas A. 
Edison. is important, just because it is Edison's. 
For Edison's method of invention is, the imag- 
inative one ; his mind sees a desired effect and 
thenvStarts-out to find some power or some ap- 
paratus that will prodtice the effect 

-In the meantime, while this hypothetical 
force remains undiscovered, what may we ex- 
pect electricity to accomplish in the immediate 
future ? 

"Lots of things," said Air. Edison in reply 
to a question along this line. "It is the power 
of today, and nearly everything which requires 
power or motion will- soon be in the form of 
electricity. .It will almost entirely displace 
gasoline in, automobiles. In vehicular transpor- 
tation in the cities of the United States it will 
bring about a complete revolution. The rail- 
roads cover this country with a vast network, 
yet almost everything that is now pulled to 
them or pulled from them uses horse power. 
People do not realize the magnitude of horse 
.traffic, and that is why I say electricity will 
revolutionize this phase of motive power. 

"The greatest invention in the e;lectrical 
field, in my judgment, was' the dynamo; then 
the telephone, and then the incandescent light 
as a unit. Of all human inventions, not my 
own, I should place first the steam' engine, 
because of what it has accomplished for civil- 
ization. 

"There will be a vast improvement in the 
telephone, especially as to volume of sound and 
clearness of articulation. Today you cannot 
send over the telephone a message which con- 
tains a' lot. of, say, Hungarian names. Tlie ar- 
ticulation ought to be better than on the phono- 
graph and it must be made. I believe the tele- 
phont will eventually displace the telegraph 
on railroads." 

Replying lo a question as to which of his 
inventions he thought most likely to receive 
the homage of posterity, Mr. Edison said at 
once : 

Many Surprises for the Twentieth Century 

"Tile phouograpli, because of its sentimen- 
tal side. In the development of the phonograph 
and the moving picture we have now reached 
a point at which we can make the picture sing 
and speak very naturally, and the public will 
get this invention in the near future. 

' "Another big advance in the electrical field 
will most likely be along the line of high 
efficiency in the wind motor, which will pro- 
duce power for isolated communities and there 
is also hope for the sun motor in the arid 
regions." 

"Do you believe, as Lenoard da Vinci says, 
that the right motor will solve the aeroplane 
problem?" was another suggestion. 

"The motor has solved the aeroplane 'prob- 
lem," he said. "The problem of making' the 
aeroplane safe and commercial is another mat- 
ter, and this will be solved by changes in the 
aeroplane." 

"Is it possible that the twentieth century 
may hold as many surprises as tiie nine- 
teenth?" the writer ventured at this juncture. 

"Progress in electricity will continue during 
the next twenty-five years," he declared em- 
phatically. "The demand for everything is un- 
limited. The more light you have the niore 
light you want. And in its possibilities elec- 
trfcity seems unlike almost anything else — un- 
limited. What the farmer produces is limited, 
but the demand is always strong upon liim. 

"As to the various methods of applying the 
: means, there is, of course, a question as to 
which is best. It is likely that there will al- 
ways be a tussle between the slot, the trolley, 
and the storage battery car, for. instance." 

In response to a .question^^by . Erank ,-W. 
Frueauff, president of. the Natidnal Electric 
Light Assdciatipn,- who had gone to Orange to 
■■ •'attend the twe'iity-fifth annual, convention, in 
^ St, Louis, at which tliere was to be an "Edison 
Day," the inventor declared that of all his work 
the incandescent light and motor system was 
the most difficult. 

".The public sees only the electric light," he 



said. "It does not appreciate the difficulties of 
the details. I sweat blood for six years, and 
took out 130 patents on various systems," he 
j said, "but the light itself is all that is" apparent 
to the general public." ' 

He expressed the belief that steam has 
rea(:hed the point of its highest development, 
especially on the railroads, unless they widen 
the guages, and declared his opinion that the 
use of electricity will become general in rail- 
roading. 

A question was put to Mr. Edison as to the 
possibility of the use of electricity in Avarfa-rcj^jf 
with the suggestion that a .European is said;t(Jg 
have completed an, in'^ntipii. for proj ecting a'^' 
ray -vvHich will kill within''^- i'adius of many 
miles, but the inventor was apparently not 
inclined to discuss that phase of it. 

"This war matter will be settled by all the 
governments going broke equipping for it," he 
declared. "There will be popular uprisings one 
of these days against this military business. 

"1 most certainly approve of the csnlral sta- 
tion idea in the generation of electrical j)OWer, 
he said in reply to another guestion. i hat Is. 
the only wav in which it ouglit to be d9ne. ,^ We 
are bound to gravitate tpward the central plant. 
It is absurd for a town to have half a dozen 
isolated plants when one will do the same work 
at much less cost." . 

"What arc the possible reductions m tlic 
cost of producing electricity— the largest item 
•of expense of production being now the mvest- 
ment," he was asked.. _ ■ , 

"We can make electricity cheaply enougn, 
he replied. "It is now about as cheap as we 
can get it, althoughnthere are big possibilities 
for saving in the boiler-rdom, but we still have 
to contend, with' the various other,' exEen^es, 
such as outside overhead fixed charges; tvhich 
continue about the .same." ' '

SOME CHINESE CUSTOMS 

It seems to me that Chinese women pay 
more attention to the adorning of their heads 
and the shape of their feet than to their dress. 
Everyone knows the peculiar Chinese custom 
of re"-arding the possession of unnaturally 
small^feet as a sign of great feminine beauty; 
l)ut few foreigners have noticed that Chinese 
women are almost, as particular about their 
headdress as about 'their feet. They are far 
in advance;Of Japanese women as far as care in 
the dressing of their hair is concerned. They 
have a variety of ornaments for their head- 
dress, and wear different hairpins appropriate 
to each month of the year. What seems 
strange to us Japanese is that when Chinese 
women grow old, they use even more showy 
hairpins than those used by; ^ young' women. 
This is done, it is said, from a desii-e to djvert 
their husbands' attention as far as possible 
from the' signs of their advancing age. 

'There are various kinds of graves in China. 
The graves are dug generally from twelve to 
thirte'en feet below the ground, while, accord- 
ing to an old custom, the mounds of the graves 
of emperors were thirty feet in height, those 
of territorial lords, fifteen feet, and those of 
barons without' territories, and of lord 'stew- 
ards, eight feet, while for inferior officials and 
common people mounds only four feet in 
height were erected. Pines were planted on 
the tombs of emperors, a species of oak on 
those of territorial lords, a species of willow 
on those of barons and lord stewards, and elm'- 
trees on those of inferior officials. 

It may safely lie said that there is no lan- 
guage that can be understood by every Chin- 
ese. The principal cause lies in the fact that 
the Chinese nation is composed of people who 
are descendants of totally different races,-such 
as the original Chinese and the Manchus, 
whose different tribes or coniinunities have 
had little relation with one another owing to 
the vastness of the territory. In Pckin two 
dialects are spoken, one called the official lan- 
guage of Pekin, and the other the Pekin dia- 
lect. In like manner there are the Nanking 
official dialect and the ordinary Nanking dia- 
lect. European linguists who are versed in 
the Chinese language — or dialect.s — have classi- 
fied the modern Chinese dialects into nine, 
viz., (i) Kwangtung, (2) Swatow, (3) Amoy, 
(4) Foochow, (5) Wcnchow, (6) Ningpo, (7) 
Shanghai, (8) Chefoo, and (g) the Pekin of' 
ficial dialect. It is probable that as a result of 
the construction of railways in China by for- 
eign companies, various dialects may spring up 
along these lines — dialects the main vocabu- 
laries of which will be intermixtures of Chin- 
ese words with those of the languages spoken 
by the foreigners attached In Ihr railways. 
A Chinaman from Pekin and another from 
Kwangtung, who* find it utterly, impossible to 
communicate tlieir thoughts to eacfr other b']^ 
speaking in their respective dialects, can often 
make theiriselves understood by each other if 
■they can speak broken English. When China 
opens her parliament some eight years hence, 
it will be found that no parliamentary debate 
can be carried on without the aid of inter- 
preters. It vvould seem advisable for the Chin- 
ese authoritiesj as^thii first^ step in their prepar- 
ations fbr the establishment of a constitutional 
government, to make their future politicians 
and public speakers learn the official language 
of Pekin. (It is said that in feudal days in Ja- 
pan samurai from Northern Japan and those 
from Kyushu, whose dialects differed from 
each other as much as the Pekin and .Nani;inig 
dialects do now, used to speak to each'^^oiher 
in. the language used in the No dance.) 

, . If you wish to visit a Chinese viceroy, gov- 
ernor, or other influential official, you must 
first send him your card or letter, asking him 
to appoint a time for the meeting. If you call 
on such an official without notice, he is almost 
certain to refuse to see you. This refusal to see 



a person wlio callsiunexpectedly Is but an old 
custom which is by lio-means considered an-act 
of incivilify, and one must not take it in ill part. 
There exists among distinguished personages 
and high_ officials in China a tendency to as- 
sume an air of superiority, and they do not 
readily condescend to grant an intervievv with 
strangers. If you wish to interview such a 
personage, therefore, it is most advisable first 
to get a letter of introduction written by an ac- 
quaintance or a Chinese official. In writing 
such a letter of introduction, red letter paper 
and a red-lined envelope should be used, for an 
epistle written in Indian ink on white paper 
is^;injChina:;usually; arepprt^^

EXCAVATION IN EGYPT 

The work of the ;^ritish school this year 
was, for the first half; of the , Reason, at Mey- 
dum, about forty miles 'to the' southi of Cairo. 
Tl^at field, of work is important. in the history 
of architecture, as it contains the oldest of the 
pyramids and the earliest group of tomb sculp- 
tures. The only excavations yet made there 
were those by Prof. Flinders Pctrie nineteen 
years ago, many problem.s were necessarily 
left unsolved then, and he thought well to re- 
turn there for work on a larger scale with the 
students of the =, school, M'eSsr^^^^ Mackay and 
Wainwright. 

The archaic sculptured tombs had suffered 
greatly from native plunderers, having been 
dug out again since the facsimile drawings 
were made in the previous expedition. It was, 
therefore, decided by Sir Gaston Maspcro that 
it would be best to remove thern for safety. 
This .w^s a longvaffairifas there was altogether • 
about i6o-fo6t length of -wall 10 feet high, and 
much of it in a fissured and scaling condition. 
Two of the chambers are of unique work, the 
colors being inlaid in deep undercut hollows, 
with a view to their permanence. One such 
, chamber has been granted to the British school, 
and part will be shown in the .exhibition at 
University College in July. 

A principal object in excavating was to find 
the burial chamber of the largest tomb, which 
is an timmense^mound.340,.feet long. After cut- 
ting through hard chips for a space large 
enough to hold a four-storey house and the 
chamber was found without any external ac- 
cess. It had been finished and closed before 
the mound was piled over it. On quarr3'ing 
through the masonry .wall the interior . was 
reached. A sh'ort, sloping way fed to a lofty 
passage, 45 feet long, from the middle of which 
branched a cruciform hall, feet /long antl 20^ 
feet wide. At the head of this' was a sarcopha- 
gus of red granite ; this is the oldest known, 
having been cut about half a century before 
that of the Great Pyramid. The work of this 
large chamber is magnificent. The stone 
beams of the room are 18 feet long, over 8 feet 
high; -and 4 feet wide, weighing forty tons 
each'. The chamber is 16 feet high, and is finer 
than any private tomb known,, even-exceeding 
many of those in' the'. 'pyramid^. '' The sarc^^^^ 
phagus had been opened by plunderers, who 
knew the easiest way to break in, and had 
doubtless been among the builders. But the 
body of .the great noble remained; and it 
proved to have been ceremonially stripped of 
the flesh, the bones down to the smallest being 
each- wrapped -in linen before recomposing 
them in order for burial. 

Another large tomb, that-with inlaid sculp- 
ture, wa.s also searched for the burial cham- 
ber. 'This again was entirely, of a type un- 
known before. A pit over thirty feet square 
and fifty deep had been cut in the rock; and 
about one-third of it was filled with mud; and 
upon that a stone chamber was built. Over 
all was piled a great heap of blocks of stone, 
and then the covering body was of Nile mud. 
Strange to say, when the excavators cut the 
pits and tunnels in this dry mud it proved more 
difficult to work in than the native limestone. 
Its excessive toughness and the grit it con- 
tains quickly ruin the chisels used. 'The cham- 
ber had never been forced; yet the u'ooden 
coffin had been broken up and the bodv ]5hiii- 
dered, evidently by the last workman who 
closed the entrance. 

A large cemetery to the west proved to have 
never been used. Great tomb shafts had been 
sunk forty feet deep, and massive portcullises 
of stone stood upon piles of blocks, ready to be 
let down over the chamber doors. But they 
had never been lowered, and it appears that 
the court had moved away on the death of 
King Seneferu and Meydum was left deserted. 

At the pyramid a long, causeway was found, 
carefully concealed under the rubbish of the 
builders, for some mysterious reason. The 
eastern face of the pyramid was partly cleared, 
for the sake of making a tunnel beneath it to 
examine the construction. In the course of 
this clearance many blocks v/crc found with 
quarry marks upon them. As these name the 
months of quarrying extendin.'^ over half the 
year, and as. the season for .quarrying is closely 
fixed by the inundation,' it is thus possible to 
fix the shifting months of the Egyptian calen- 
dar to the seasons, at the period of building. 
This results in dating the rci.gn of Seneferu 
to about 3200 or else' to 4700 B.C. ft proves 
that the interval from the third to the twelfth 
dynasty was exactly as stated by the historian 
Manetho. If we credit Manetho after the 
t\v;elfth,jdynasty, as we must to before that; we 
h'av'eiilie date of 4700 B.G; If we arbitrarily re- 
ject him, as-some no-vv do, then the date will 
be 3200 B.C, There is a further result from 
the -vveathering away of many inches of stone 
at different periods, which strongly supports 
the earlier date,-^L,ondon Times. 



It is two hundred and one years ago since 
the starting of the first London newspaper, and 
the fact turns one's thoughts back to the origin 
of an institution that goes much further back 
than might have been supposed. 

If to our first parents we owe our desire for 
knowledge, then it is to Caesar that we owe the 
first Western attempt to satiate that desire by 
means of a newspaper. It was a daily record 
of not only off icial news, but also of small scan- 
dals ; the latest police news, the arrivals in the 
city, even the gossip of the countryside. There 
were also extracts from the latest speech of 
Cicero, and the freshest epigrams of Martial. 
These last appeared by way of advertisement 
of the author's latest works, before they should 
appear in collected form, and be sold, along 
with the latest thing of Ovid's, or those im- 
proper little novels that came from Greece, in 
the fine shops which bordered the Forum's 
edge and stretched round the Palatine Hill. 

It would certainly have bored no one to 
have strolled with Plorace, that little fat man 
who, as Suetonius tells us, waddled rather than 
Avalked, his mind wallowing in the curiosities 
of life, and alert, since that memorable after- 
noon when he. ;;w.aS: first buttonholed, lest he 
should me"fet the famous bore lying in -wait at 
some street corner. It would have been delight- 
ful to see the little man's eye light up with 
pleasure at the sight of a friend who he knew 
would listen to his latest bit of eroticism, or 
waddle alongside him down the Appian Way, 
through the clear afternoon. Again, who 
would not lounge in the silk-curtained Forum, 
surrputided .by the masterpieces .of Praxiteles, 
and there discuss the hews that hiad. just been 
posted on the rostrum, exhibited for the in- 
struction of the crowd as to the doings of their 
betters? Then you would have sauntered out, 
as they, too, promena-ded in the usual Roman 
fashion, 

- ^ It-was this simple promenade that delighted 
the-Romans, and in Caesar's camp so astonish- 
ed the Veronians that they thought the prom- 
enaders crazy and offered to lead them to their 

tents. In the city it had its object; there was 
much to discuss, many interesting people to 
meet; there were the "fine silks and xylons for 
a few sesterces, also the essences and unguents 
so necessary when the gong of bronze an- 
nounced the opening of the bath. There were 
also the yellow wigs for those who, by decree 
of the Edile," had obtained the "licentia stupri," 
the rJglit to the antique livery of sham6 ; and 
were, as such, civilly dead since the publication 
of the laws of the XII. tables. Useful drugs, 
too, were on sale in the porphyry arcades 
through which fashion .strolled — hemlock, ac- 
onite, mandragora, and cantharides. It was 
there wealth passed in its chariots; smart 
young men who smelt of cinnamon instead of 
war; nobles, matroiis, and coc'ottes. .To these, 
as weir as to 'the crowd 6f the city/ind the 
provinces, Caesar the Consul gave news. 

Fortunately, at that period, the very name 
of China, with her corruption, her printing 
press, her powder, and her tea, was unknown. 
The. "Acta Diurna," or "Daily News," was the 
work of litterarii; hand work, careful and ele- 
gant, whether written with the stylus on 
papyrus OR^nscribed . on a wall coated with 
chalk (album); as we^have seen it pictured in 
that very third-rate city, Pompeii, the citizens 
standing around, agog with interest. This 
lack of a printing press was surely a fortunate 
circumstance, since it goes far to account for 
the epigrammatic terseness of the Latin style, 
for the delightful endeavor to express in one 
syllable what the garrulous take a couple of 
phrases to misinterpret. 

•• Hueb'ener, in his dissertation of the "Acta 
Diurna," has collected forty-five passages from 
ancient authors, all of which relate to these 
"Acta Populii," which is only another iiamc 
for this embryonic newspaper. They are all of 
a nature to interest the public, reading or oth- 
erwise, even today. Fortunatel}^, they are told 
in Latin, in which language they had best re- 
main. The more ordinary relates to public af- 
fairs, the sayings and doings of political per- 
sonages, notably Caesar's refusal of the title of 
king, the defection of Lepidus, and the more 
notable cases before the courts. Both Pliny 
and Ascanius relate the case of Scaurus as hav- 
ing been fully reported; Dion Cassius relates 
the avidity with which men read of the pun- 
i.shments to which important persons had been 
condemned, and the anxiety of the crowd to 
know whether they met their end as gentle- 
men or cowards, 'i'acitus mentions the news- 
paper account of Claudius Pomeranium, the 
extension of the circumference of the city by 
the erection of a new wall. Lampridius tells 
us that he got his idea of the fulsome adula- 
tion with which the Senate acclaimed Alex- 
ander Severus from the current issue of this 
daily paper, a document which must have been, 
-. approximately speaking, 100 years old whfen 
. Lampridius saw it, and mendacious ■ at that. 
There were" extracts from new laws, decisions 
relating to provinces, and, naturally, passages 
from the discourses of the God of Rome. 

Under the Empire there was the Court Cir- 
cular, which chronicled the various doings of 
the Imperial House, the approaching accouche- 
ments, the progresses, the funerals; not, how- 
ever, the likelihood of the Emperor's death, as 
it was only the unwise astrologer wh6 would 
care to draw such a bow at a venture." The 
Knqieror Commodus, so Lampridius assures 
us (not that his knowledge Avas above suspi- 
cion), was inordinatelv proud of his achieve- . . , . ^ ..v , - 

menls in the Arena. 'No matter whether he ingiP,rOTU ed^4m iordcr to assist the local.-'t^^^^^^ 



bratcd jockey, Felix,- The erection, . fall, :and 
restoration of public buildings- were recorded, " 
so were the births, marriages, and divovcefe in 
illustrious families ; likewise prodigies and curi- 
osities. The same Pliny sneers effusively about 
the record of a rain of tiles, and because, in an- 
other placs^»^i)\old^riestisy^Qre-^a^ seen 
the arrival of the'first Phbehix in'Ro'mer^^'^^j^^''^ 
. Petronius gives us an admirably parody, of 
what the Roman got in his daily paper. It was- 
during a feast at the house of that ostentatious 
plutocrat Trinialchion, who so far forgot his 
imperfect veneer of aristocratic good manners 
when in his cups as to describe the origin of 
his wife, much to that lady's discomfort, for 5,he 
was Still climbing assiduously, and did not ap- 
preciate being thus given away in public. When 
Trinialchion was sober he ,could...think of little 
else save how best to impress the world with 
his magnificence, and, in consequence, used to 
send for his actuary, who read to the company 
a sort of "proccs-verbal" (tanquam urbis acta) 
of which the: following is a translation : 

"VIL Coi; Jul : There were born on the Do- 
main of Cumac, whiqh belongs to Trinialchion, 
30 boys and 40 giirls. ' Five' hundred thousand 
bushels of wheat were transported from the 
fields to the granaries ; 500 oxen were used for 
the transport. On the same day the slave Mith- 
radates was crucified for blaspheming the tutel- 
ary deity of Gains, our master. The same day 
10,000,000 esterces were taken, to the bank, be- 
cause it was impossible to find a use for this 
money. The same day there was a fjre in the • 
gardens at Pompeii, which originated in' the ' 
residence of the farmer Nesta," etc., etc. 

The last mention of this Roman news sheet 
is in the late day§ of the Empire. Vopiscus, in 
his "Life of the Emperor Probus," knew of its 
existence, after which time M. Humbert thinks' 
it disappeared along with such other literature 
as Consfantine and his new advisers found in- 
convenient. Nothing similar, appeared until 
that officious busybody . Gutenberg began to 
flood the world with a literature .that has been 
the outward expression of a- great renaissancfe; ■ ■

THE- -FIRST NATIONAL EXHlimON 
IN CHINA. 

(Donald MacGillivray, AI.A., D.D., Shanghai.) 

The Chinese have at length wakened up '{o- :' 
the fact that they ought to follow the example 
of foreign countries, and hold a national exhi- 
bition. It is to be opened in the city of Nan- 
king, onei<>f..thf;;aucientt capitals, and it is be- 
lieved that-millidris of people will attend it dur- 
ing the eight months it is to be ppened, among 
them, doubtless, many from foreign 'land^^'THl" 
missionaries of Nanking have early seen the 
greatness of the opportunity for Christian work 
afforded by this immense and unique con- 
course of people, and they are planning wh.at 
will probably be the biggest single missionary 
effort since the Gospelr was ' .introduced info 
China. . , . 

But .1. mustj-first. give some particulars 
about the exhibition itself. Within the walls of 
Nanking there are vast spaces unoccupied by 
buildings, and upon one of these there is now 
built the first white city of China. Under the 
supervision of foreign architects has risen a 
creditable imitation on a small scale, of the 
great exhibitions of America and Europe. The 
following list of buildings will give some idea 
of the extent of the exhibition. Agriculture, 
storehouses, foreign exhibits, machinery, trans- 
portation,, industrial arts, restaurant, fine arts, 
executive; public hall, telephone, arts and' edu- 
, cation, bazaar", Szecluien exhibit, siUc exhibit, 
tea'exhibit, Chinese exhibits from foreign cdun- ' 
tries, military exhibit, public hygiene, porce- 
lain exhibit, provincial exhibit, pisiculture, 
Hunan exhibit, Chihli exhibit. 'I'^he whole of 
these are surrounded by well laid-out pleasure 
grounds, including a modern race-course. It is 
understood that Tls. 1,500,000 have alrcad}-- 
been spent on the buildings and grounds, half 
of which has been given by Chinese merchants, 
and the'other half by the government. ^ 

The widest possible range is to. b^, covered 
by the exhibition, which will include all kinds 
of national products and manufactures, west- 
ern goods and machincr}^ together with a mul-;. 
tiplicity of things connected with education; ' 
the liberal arts, and the philanthropic enter-' 
prises of missions in China. 
J.-, Shanghai hotels are erecting large buildings 
neajby'to accornmodate foreign guests. In the 
large public assembly hall, lectures will .be 
given on topics of the time by Chinese scholars 
and foreigners. 

The greater part of the exhibition will be 
Chinese, and splendid opportunities will thus 
be given to sec gathered together from all the 
provinces the best things that China can pro- 
duce. Each province will have a special build- 
ing, and already the exhibits of each province 
Jiavc been on show in local provincial exhibits, 
before. being finally sent up to Nanking. It i.s . 
interesting to note that the phinese gentleman, 
who is respotisible'for the buildings, is. a Chris- 
tian, who visited American exhibitions. 

The five or six millions in Nanking arc 
united in the Christian enterprise of reaching 
these millions with the Gospel. They them- 
selves arc raising a large sum of money on the 
spot, but, inasmuch as the work will be na- 
tional in its scope, they have successfully ap- 
,apealedj:to,imissi.onarics and Chinese Christians 
in J other, places!;. Money and preachers arc be- 



were last in the race, it. was to him that the 
palm was, awarded;; pr, rather he awarded the 
palm to himself, and: then quite, magnificently 
shouted "Commodus Caesar, victor in the race, 
gives his crown to the people of Rome !"

Thcrc will be booths inside the grounds' foVtfie 
exhibition of Bibles and tracts, while at a 
short distance, outside the main entrance a 
large building is being erected as a Christian 
Headquarters. Behind this building there will 
be tent capable of holding fifteen Jiundred 
people.

aboirt hunting, and fishing from the standpoint

. onl}-' by the rich or those living ■ near -the ■ 
woods, ^^'hat expression is more common than 
"O I don't care anylliin.g about sport: never 
had a fishing rod in my liand, clc." T^ut hoVv 
many mine-owners ever had -a pick in their 
hand's or how many deep-sea lisli operators 
evgx^liandled a line or trimmed a sail? ft is 
.har(|^.ta> forget the sentimental side of sport! 
But jtl7is,jsr-jiist; what -I want^you "t<)<db vibw. 
Noppijy.". on earth appreciates • tlie ' oilier 'Side., 
better than T — the beauty of the Svoof^, ihte.' 
excitement, the health-giving outing, and 'all 
that. I could, if I were speakijig before an 
anglers' or hunters' club, intlul.ge in ecstacies 
as dithyrambic a's any poet"s. but here and 
now I want yon to- regard nic solely as yon 
would the a.gent for aii}' new industry that 
] feel will hell) enrich our I'rovincc. ]f !lierc 
i.s anything that has been dinnetl into my cars 
since. I .came to Xova Scotia, and it is the 
burden of ever}- s[)eakcr from Earl Grey 
down, it is that this Province is a really ricli 
but undeveloped country. ' ' . 

Now r stand here to call yonr attention to 
an industry which has never been developed 
to any extent, but in which 1 ;ini convinced 
there arc riches for ns. If taken nji and mau- 
a.ged purely als a bnsiiicss ])roi)osition. 1 
mean the exploitation of our .game and in- 
land fisheries, which is, of cmn-se. mainh- a 
part of <the tourist industry, h is no new 
idea, but one that has certaiidy not been ap- 
l)raised at any where near its proper value. 

We are met here by the first objection, 
which comes mostly from a certain cla.ss of 
short-sighted spon'smen, who say: "Our game 
and fish f(jr onrselx es !'' 

This wonid be a legitimate cry if by sell- 
ing our .goods to foreigners \vc h-.-sened the 
supply of our own people. i!ul f shall ir\ lo 
show yon that this is far from the case. The 
truth i's the c.xaci opposite. This old crv i> a^ 
silly as if a cloth manufacturer or an^ai)ple- 
grower should say. "Our products for our- 
selves!"' That would be a fine business man 
indeed! On the contrary a modern nation's 
commercial status is ])retty nearly measured 
. by the amount of its exports. 

On this 'side of the .\llaniic we nearly all 
believe in protection. Well, we protect our 
.game and fish by ,-i tariff jnst as our other 
products, oidy in-ierid of a tax we impi:)se a 
license. Hut tlii.s is tht best of taxes iny u>. 
for the reason that ibr I'orcinner pays not 
only it, but conies among ns ainl 'spends many 
limes' as much while be is here. 

It- is. an axiom that, without enforced law, 
game speedily disai)pears. and also fish though 
less quickly, being more numerous. 

Tor niany years the carrying out of the 
])r(n-isi(y!is of the G;nne Act wa^s in the hand.s 
of the oiii Came Socict}-, to which we -nuist 
ever he grateful, for it stood between oin- game 
and its extermination. . . . 

When a new business is started the own- 
eis. il they are wise, study the nulhods ni 
some similar insfilntion that ha^ notoiionsU- 
ni;ide a .great success in tin.' same iiin-. .'-^neh 
an institution for our purposes is the State oi 
Maine, .which; is only about one-third larger 
than IjJova .jjcptia. and by no means more fav- 
ored; l^y, Natu.re ; sd; far as fish- and g;Unic are ' 
concerned, as- we have •inoo.se,. \vhere she ' has 
(leer pins a vcry..^e^y nipose.

As for the indirect income, many 
short-sighted- people, whose grounding in the 
laws of econpmy;is^shaky, will say, "Oh, that''s 
all very liice for th'e 'gliidcsi' but it dpfisn't 
help us !" 

Much Money for All 

Rut what is the, fact? From the very mo- 
ment a man in Doston puts his hand into 
bis pocket to buy his ticket for Yarmouth or 
llalifax he begins to add to the revenues of 
Ivova Scotia, and he continues to contribute 
to our coffers, at every step he takes on our 
soil, is^ow' does all this money go to the 
guide. Of course not. 

.Warden Jenner, now departed, but still 
helping us by hi.s magnificent example, said 
that, at a conservative estimate, ever}- sports-" 
man who came here speiu at ileast .S200 on an 
average, but this i\s too small; it will be nearer 
.S300. Alaine has been at this job in a busi- 
nesslike ^\■ay fi:ir many years, and this year's 
report of her Game and l''ish Commission says, 
.speaking of money expended on fish hatcher- 
ies: "For every dollar spent on trout-hatch- 
cries the State has received three hundred!'' 
That seeuTs a pretty good proposition? And 
nobod}- ever heard of a .State of Maine man 
complain that catcrin.g to non-residents has 
s])oiled hi.s own fishing or huntin.g, loi- he 
knows belter. 

.\'ow, how is it in our sister Province. Xew 
l:5runswick? jnst the same, though in a less 
de.grce, for they have been a shorter time at 
the game. Ten years ago the appropriation for 
game i)rotection was the -same as ouil-;; now it 
is $35,000, o.r $15,000 outside of direct income. 
She receives directly from licenses about 
$33,000 a year, and frcnn this you may make 
a .guess at her indirect rcx eniu; from sport. In 
igo5 it was ."^^jo.ooo ; in n)oS. l?35.ooo. This 
increase was the result of aih'crlising. 

On. our area, as coinpared with these two 
States, we 'should now be cnj(.\vin.g ;it least 
ten or twelve millions of revenue, besides hav- 
ing better sport for oursel\-es. .\'ow, ivliy is 
this inifortunately by no means the case? And 
why have nor neighbors so prospered? 

Simply because of lack of appreciatioii, and 
tibc failure to sec that our sporting asset must 
he treated a.s any big bu'sinesS 'fe'ntei'pi'ise is. 

"What does Maine do? y" 
"'111 the first place she grants tib monopolies 
of fishing or l^unting rights on imciUtivated 
lands; ' ' , 

She cmi)Ioys over too wardens, many of 
them salaried, and some recci\ing as iii.gh as 
.Si. 400 a year. There are over 2.000 guides, 
pa_\'ing a dollar a year for registration. She 
maintains eight first-clai's fish-hatcheries under 
trained .superintendents, and has just appro- 
priated the money the money for still another. 
She lias, a Game, Fish and' Forest Commis- 
sion of three gentlemen, all experts, one to 
look after game, one fish, and the third forests, 
and these men arc highly sahiried, for they 
give all their lime to their task';, and do nOt 
regard them as side-issues, as with us. 
Maine's Big Outlay 

Maine this year has voted .S.17,500 out of 
the public treasury for fish and .game interests, 
besides .'^j.ooo I'or an additional hatchery. De- 
ducting the .S_^o,ooo leceived for licenses, we 
lia\-e over .Sr/.ooo. put into the busine'ss to 
keep up the plant, as it were, :iiid ?^laine con- 
siders this a pi-ctty .iL;ijod pi-opo.-.jtion, inas- 
much as she receives in return so man\- mil- 
lions of indirect revenue. Can there be any 
cpiestion that she is riglit?. . . . 

The Provincial Government has nbthing 
to say about the inland ii'shcries. and the re- 
sult is that our salmon. are going fast, our 
trout are the victims of the fish-hog, and our 
streams arc most inadequately restocked. If 
yon could i-cud tlie letters 1 ha\-e recei\ed 
from all over the f'ro\-ince from such men as 
T. K. r'alillo. Sheriff Smith,, oi" Digby, and 
others who arc in pC)silions to know what ibev 
;ire t;i!king about you would hear .sacl talcs 
of the iiiadeqnaey of oni- wardens, and especi 
allv i)f the tishei-ies officers. 

I suppose yon are ,-iv\are lh;ii maii\- more 
people come here to lish than to lunit, and 
_\et every cent oi the fees demanded ol alien 
iishcrmcn now goes to the Dominion treasury, 
not to ours, and wdiat do we get in return? 
A most beggarly pittance in the way of pro- 
tection. 

This money should come to us, as it docs 
in other Provinces where the people become 
sick of such treatment and take matters into 
their own hands. 

Must Advertise Our Goods 

Now, gentlemen, one final consideration. 

[t is not enough to bax e a fine plant and 
to (urn out even the Ijcst of goods. We must 
brin.c;- them to the notice of the buyers.

In conclusi(ni 1 feel that 1 have been play- 
ing rather the part of the "kicker," of the 
iconoclast who puljs down, and yon will ask 
of me what should be done to remedy matters. 

The obviuu'S answer is that wc should 
imitate whatever has been proved snccess- 
I'lil by our nei.ghhtn-s in other rr<u-inees. ( )ur 
]'ro\ineial Goovcrnmei-it shoidd administrate 
this ma.gnificent ciiterprisc as ;i business |irop- 
osition, and tlie results will justify us a 
ihousaudfcdd. The i-ail way . ;uid steamship and 
hotel services nuist iieeds expand and im- 
prove, and the whole Province will cnormou.s- 
ly benefit. W e sportsme'n are open to this 
suspicion of prejudice — it is to yoit business 
men we look to convince our legislators. 

Whenever any steps arc taken to have 
changes made in the Game .Vet, the legisla- 
tors are disposed lii treat the matter as a joke 
moi-e than anything else. "Oh, let us alone." 
is the frecpient cry when amendments io it 
are .sought, but the fact must be impressed 
on ihcm that the Game Laws are in a state 
of fiux, like the budget, and need revising 
every year. When the legislators are educated, 
to that view the cause m game protection will' 
be much advanced. ^""^-^ ' ■' '

THE ENEMlfes'"^? GAME. B'IRDS 

Game enemies ;md the mclhods of coiUrol- 
ling them by a jiractical man may be of inter- 
est to >-our readers in connection with your 
articles on how to jM-escrve the prairie grouse 
and other .Americtm game birds. 

First of all comes that cmniing little rogue, 
the sparrow hawk.. The ordinary obscR'er, 
who notes his handsotnc appearance and sees 
him balanced in midair in scarchiOf his prey lit- 
tle dreams of tiic terror he is when. once he has 
discovered a flock of tasty young game liirds. 
1 ha\-e seen bim reltirn lime after time to the 
s;iine pnvi o| the I'ield where ymm.g game was 
to be foimd, and each time he ilepartcd the 
flock- was one less, and 1 have shot him after 
his meal and taken the entire liead of a week 
old pheasant from his crop. 

In the early .spring, -when the pasture is 
short croj)pcd and yotmg birds are scarce, he 
kills (luantities of mice. Of that there is no 
doubt, but later, when the .grass is longer and 
mice hard to find, he takes heavy toll from the 
yoim.g game birds \vbo seek the open sitmiy 
s])ots to bask and dust in. It is at this lime he 
is the busiest, for there is a brooding wife and 
later a family of hungrj^ youiig.stcrs to provide 
for, and he is an indulgent father in this re- 
.spect. It is in the early' spring tliat his case 
should be attended to, as he is liien more easily 
approached, l'",.s[)eciall_v this is true x\here he 
is mating, and often a well placed right and 
left will leave two less enemies to our featlj- 
ered .game. 

I'ole traps are \ery usel'ul in i)laccs frc- 
C|uented by sparrow hawks, and if they are set 
with a little judgment they will seldom de- 
stroy any of our song birds, with the excep- 
tion of an occasional woodpecker, and where 
these arc jilentifid the jaws of the trap .should 
be \sell bonnd with some .soft nuitcrial (strips 
1)1 I'laiiiiel will do) ami »vlicn a song bii-d is 
caught it will iioi be seriously daina.gcd .-md 
(■.•(11 be liberated. Sparrow hawks make their 
ne^is in hollow trees 01- limbs and such trees 
should be visited in the spring, and, where pos- 
sible, a round hawk trap idaced in the hottoni 
of the hole. ^Female hawks will be destroyed 
by this method and every one destroyed means 
a bi-nod less later. 

.After the young !iamc birds are two weeks 
old there is not nmch dan.ncr ft'im the smaller 
hawks, but the larger species, the most daring 
ol which is -.he sh;ir]) shinned bawlc, then re- 
(piire ,-iitemion. I'ole tr;i])s ai-e usetitl for the; 
destrtict ion ni this species alsi-j, especially in 
the ofnn conniry, and e\'en in the woods a 
well )ilaced pole trap will often exact heavy- 
toll. The traps should be attended to every 
rlay, as it is had policy to leave 'a bird swin.g- 
ing .-my longer than is nccessarv. The j-yoles 
can be so arranged that ilicy can be seen from 
a central po\\\\ with a pair of glasses, and thu.s 
mtich unnecessary walk'in.g can be ;ivoided. 

When the birds grow larger the^- attract 
the attenli(ni of the' cop])ei- and red tailed 
hawk. A good rifle shot and a good rifle arc 
very useful to destroy, thpsc. ganie;. enemies, 
but failing one (ir hdth" of these^ it is a. goorl 
plan to kill a few' rabbits and use them as 
jjaits. One rabbit will make two baits, and 



where there are ground vermin to deal with 
the entrails will come in handy either for 
trapping rats and weasels or for conveying 
poison to crows and skuid<s. The best method 
to use the bait for the larger hawks is to cut 
the rabbit in half and then peg down one half 
in ;i place near a tree where the ha^vk is' in 
the habit of resting. Place a trap on each side 
of the bait, sinking the traps slightly below the 
level of the ground, cover the traps with grass 
cut • f ine so that: theyj^ara hardl)^ noticeable irpjni ,; . 
the surrounding groiind.' Repieat this' iti'' se-veral ' 
likely plac'es.'-land the chances are that you 
won't ha-ve lon^ to wait for Mr. Hawk. 

Crows- are very destructive to the eggs and 
young of almost c\-cr\- species of game, and 
constant war must be waged all the j-^car round 
if the game is,to be saved. Crows are especial- 
Ijti'fond of . young ducklings, and where these 
are,;cais.ed..ori':.th"e farm ineans for their protec- 
tion 'must be devised. The best method of 
|)rotectiou is to kill the crows! There arc 
many methods of doing this. Poisoned entrails 
and poisoned eggs can be used to advantage 
where this is lawful, and trappin.g can Ijc di.Mie 
to baits as described for hawks. Trapping in 
the snow by thcans of blood spilled on the 
snow'ahd a steel trap placed nearby, destroy- 
ing the nests in the breeding scaseni, waiting 
for the'crowds with shot guns as they come in 
to roost, all are effective methods of destruc- 
tion. (The Game Commissioner of Illinois 
Hiul bis aids disposctl of 2,800 crows by this 
method in two seasons.) The watchword 
when crows arc about, is keep killing ihcm, 
especially where the flocks run up into the 
thousands. 

Another c.gg rcibbcr not so well known is 
the red headed woo(li)eckcr. I have shot this 
thief as he carried the egg of a wood duck 
over my head, and 1 have seen him even rob the 
chicken coop, lllue jays also take eggs, more 
especially those of son.g birds, but where song 
birds are scarce game eggs suffer. Baited 
traps will dispose of those addicted to the egg 
stealing habit. 

,\mong the four I'ooted enemies of our 
gaine, which include foxes. niink. coons, cats, 
weasels, rats, skunks and i-oving dogs, there is 
none worse than the cat. especially the cat, 
Avhich has developed the habit of roving the 
fields. A cat is a most useful aninial aroimd a 
farm .so long as she keeps to her legitimate oc- 
citpation of killing rats and mice, and I would 
"•not clctiy her a few gophers, but once she Has 
tasted young game, be it rabbit,' pheasant or 
grouse, she is no loiiger of service to her own- 
er, but becomes a terror to the game. One 
good thing .about, the cat is that she 'will often 
return to partly eaten game, and it is thus 
easy to jnit an eml to her poaching. 

Where a bird, or rabbit is found partly 
eaten it is always a wise policy to put down a 
steel trap at once, and always be sure and peg 
down the bait, as where this is not done a 
hawk will often li.ght directly on the bait and 
carry it off without touching the trap at all. 
Where a cat is suspected to be working, it is 
a good plan to kill a rabbit and divide it up as 
for a hawk bait. T^lacc it w-hcrc you think 
pussy will find it in her rambles. Cut some 
twigs about a foot high and, make a fence 
around the bait, horseshoe fashion, with the 
bait in the inside of the bend.. Then in the 
entrance of the horseshoe place a good steel 
trap co\'ercd Avitb cut grass or leaves and well 
staked down, and the chances are that pussy 
is in for a hot time next mornin.g. In the sum- 
mer it is very hard to keep baits fresh, but 
with a little care it is possible to keep up a good 
supply. Crows plucked and split, open make 
a useful bait. Hawks also do for a tiirn. Rats 
are fine to trap weasels, and blue jays too. aiul 
even pussy herself, Avhen skimicd and divided 
up, makes a first class bait. If there is a rov- 
ing do,g about it is a good plan to place a dead 
c;it near his usual haunt for a day or two with 
a steel trap on eithci- sule, anrl even the spot 
where a dead cat has been has an attraction 
for both dogs and. foxes. 

Weasels are also bloodthirsty enemies of 
all ganie and because of tljejr habits and cun- 
ning they are harder to control than most 
game enemies are. Bait trapping, as for cats, 
is useful in this case. Steel trajis set in the 
mouths of old open tiles and drains Aviil also 
reduce their number. A short bole made in a 
bank, the paunch of a rabbit or an\- strong 
scented bait placed inside and a imp set at the 
n-ioulh of the hole, will often spell disaster to 
-Mr. Weasel. 

When you hear the meadow lark or the 
song sparrow raisisig a racket in the grass it is 
;i got)d plan to lake a gun and sit quietly down 
lor a lime. The chances are you \v\]\ get a 
I)eei) at the murderer, and then is it up to yon. 
I'"irc well ahead, as .Mr. W'cavel is rcry cpiick. 
I have cut his tail off close up more than oi-ice 
when I meant to cut off his head. J L you catch 
one weasel it is a good plan to use-it for a bait 
as it will often draw, others to the spot. Espe- 
cially is this so in the spring, when they arc 
breeding. ' 

The mink- is c\'en more bloodthirsty than 
the weasel, but be is also a lot shyer, which is 
a g(jo(l thini.,^ lor the .game. The increase in 
(he |io[)iilation is often given as iJie cause of 
the decrease in game, but this is not the only 
reason, WMieil the game had the vidiole coun- 
try to sport in, the minks and other \'erinin 
had to hustle around to .get a living. With 
the increase of population the .game had to 
pack up closer. So also had the vermin, and 
while 110 one was k-illing the vermin both the 
hunter and \-ermii! were killing the game. The 
result was the disappearance of the game an'cl 
incidentally the <lisappearunce, of the vermin, 
since there is no food left to support it. 

Minks can be combated in' many ways, and 
different, districts require different methods, 
but persistent trapping is always the safest

idaii. Watch carefully the soft places aloii.g 
the creek for traclvs then set your traps in 
the likeliest looking spots, taking care to dis- 
turb the ground as little as possible. Cover 
your traps widi material similar to that which, 
surrounds it, taking care that no stones or 
pieces of wood are mixed with the covering 
material w else you will have a small bit of 
fur but no mink in the morning, l^eave the 
traps set for several d.-iys in one ])osition and 
handle as little as possible. It is a good plan 
to wear a pair of gloves when handling. ti;ap 
for vermin sp as, to leave as little scent as pos- 
sible. . . v • 

There arc different traps made to Vtake 
mink alive, but they all require special .condi- 
tions to make them successful iarid are us'eless 
on the open fields. 

The coon is fond of a n-ii.xed diet, but game 
of all sctrts and sizes arc included in his menu. 
1 liaA-e kno^vn .1 case where he killcd-ovcr too 
birds in one night simply for the love of 
slaughter. In this instance, tlje birds were;;i 
confined in a rui/ about 200 feet long by 12 ' 
Ijroad, so old ringtail had a picnic, but vvherc 
the birds are nnconfined I do not believe the 
coon is as persistent a hunter as the niink and 
weasel are. Coons are easily trapped at the 
open ends of drain p\\ics and along the shal- 
low edges of the creeks, also at the entrances 
of hollow trees, and occasionally they will take 
a bait... A go.Q4-dog is useful wdiere coons oc- 
cur, ahd'pnceitKe brute is. treed a charge of No. 
5 shot. isctties all ..disputes between . cppn ^'and V 
kee'per.-r " ' ■ ■ -■•-■'■>- ■iV:"'-'^' 

Skunks do a lot'of mischief during the uest- 
in.g season, their slow, pottering habits mak- 
ing them inore dangerous to sitting birds and 
eggs than their quicker moving brethren arc. 
0])cn tiles are a favorite resort. I trapped 14 
skunks w-itbiii three weeks at the entrance of 
one drj' drain pipe. Underneath the dry 
stumps. of fallen timber also are favorite .re-;;/ 
sorts for vermin, and careful trapping will soonA;; 
clear out tlic dangerous enemies of our game;.;.. 
both furry and feathered. — John Thompson,-?-^

PHEASANTS BENEFICIAL 

.Xccordin.L; to Professor W. 11, Olin, Indus-, 
trial comniissicmcr of the Denver, Laramie and 
Xortlnvestcru Railway, pheasants, especially 
the Chinese ringncck and the English varieties, 
arc the most valuable insectivorous birds as 
well as the most- attractive aijd eagerly;.; sought;.' 
game birds'of all the species that can'^be' reared ' 
in captivity or in a senn'-domestic waj' and kept 
in the district in which they are propagated.' 
The great majority of the insectivorotis birds 
are migratin-y, while the pheasant, especially 
the varieties named, becomes attached to a lo- 
cality and will breed aiul remain there as longV 
as it is protected and can secure food. ; 

The pheasant is naturally an' insectiyorqu.i 1 
bird, and'Avhere insect food is - obtainaiile it- 
will eat comparatively little else. The variety, - 
of the insect food of the phca.sant is larger than , 
that of any other bird, so far as is known. In- . • 
vestigalion shows that over 130 species of in-j 
sects and earthworms are eaten by the pheas- • 
;nit. and doubtless many more will be f outfd' bii 
its menu. . ' - 

in addition to this it -is; fond of small- ro- 
dents, such as field mice, young, gophers and 
'small snakes.. In England pheasants liave been ' 
found choked to death in the attempt to swal- 
low worms larger or longer than they could 
manage, and several pheasants have been 
found dead, choked by small rodents, h'red 
Piarnett, suiK'i-intendent of the phctisantrics at 
City I'ark, Denver, says that a pheasant hen 
will catch and destroy a mouse as quickly as a 
cock pheasant or a cat, ,

There is no doubt that' today social qiics- 
„ lions interest a large section of the coinmiuiity 
'!;'* to the exchisioii of many more important mat- 
.]v. ters, and that their aspect is surveyed from 
^v-.two different standpoints. There are the peo- 
" . pie to whom the deeper and more wide-reach- 
ing asj)ectuappeals, and the others, who only 
regard 'it from the superficial point of otit' 
everyday life, and whose interests go no fur- 
; ther than following the various developments 
- of society, the chronicles of its doings, and its 
;■ general ephemeral aspect. To this latter class 
the social matters '.wliich they care about arc 
purely personal, those which apply to society 
and its doings, and in its cverj clay life — the list 
V of "diriners, balls,.entertainments, the chronicles 
of the beau moride, the gossip and the chat 
about their life, information of their doings, 
where they have been, where they are going, 
and the endless "can-cans" which are eternal- 
ly believed and contradicted from day to day 
in the press. 

in spite of the independence of English, 
character, there is in opposition to it a sort of 
slavish interest in people belonging to the 
upper classes, and the increasing space which is 
devoted by the daily press about them is an 
itnansweraljlc proof of it. 

It has now developed, from being a chroni- 
cle of the lives of the "Ujipcr Ten," if one may 
use that vulgar but expressive designation — 
into an itinerary of them — not only who are 
in society, but who are getting into it as well 
. as those whose feet have only just touched the 
lowest rung of the social ladder. 

In this fact lies the secret of universal in- 
terest that is taken in the annals of those who 
have not only been born (o social distinction, 
but, still more interesting, those who though 
outside that charmed circle, have attained, and 
are attaining, social success. To the mainy put- 
side' tt,-adthission -into that magic circle is the. 
height of their own ambition, \ind the secret 
of that -success, while it is still hidden from 
them, appears to rest only on foundations 
which they are also capable of laying, but 
which the lack of opportunity pre\-ents them 
from achieving. In following with great care 
the daily life, as portrayed in the newspapers 
of-.ithose whose example they wish to ejnit-, • 
latCj^. they may perhaps unexpectedly solve / 
.theyi-iddle of how they won the social .position 
which -hitherto had been unattainafile- to 
others. 

To the casual o'nscrver, an unliniitccl purse 
seems to be an indispensable adjunct, and 
when taken in conjunction with the life and 
expenditure of certain people in society, those 
whojaelieve in its potency are quite justified 
in th'atr'beHe'f. The amalgamating influences of 
riches, the love of anuisement and luxury, 
which is one of the strongest temptations of 
modern life, has introduced an element into so- 
ciety which is .powerful, and in many ways 
popular. 'I'hc riches of which so large a num- 
ber of people are possessed enable them to of- 
fer such a variety of inducements, and give 
such' opportunities of making tlieir society 
agreeable, as are difficult to resist, while their 
private life is characterized ofl^cn hy such 
genuine kindness ;uid hospitality that there 
.should be no limit to the social success they 
wish to acquire. 

Yet when one conies to analyze the ques- 
tion from a perfectly impartial point (.if view, 
there is the indefinable something, the inde- 
scribable quality, wanting, and we sec that 
riches alone cannot ensure the acquisition of 
the object of so much heartbreaking labor and 
toil. There is, however, also the consolation 
that social success Hoes not romc to some rif 
those who try by every right of birth and posi- 
tion, should secure it. The blood of a hun- 
dred kings — the oldest, the most distinguished 
descent-— the power of riches and of great 
possessions often leave a sense of the deepest 
ennui and disappointment at the experience of 
hours and days passed in the society of those 
to whom all the good tliing.s of life belong, but 
who lack the power of making their posses- 
sions a pleasure to themselves or an eiijov- 
nient to their fellow-creatnrcs. In tliis fact 
there will be found tiic consolation of thnse to 
whom the great riches also do not gi\e tlie 
Khigdom of Heaven. Every day's experience 
confirms this opinion, for where one finds in- 
stances of social success it is not among the 
rich or the great, but among those who have 
nothing to offer to the world, and apparently 
little to account for a oosition no one can deny. 

In analyzing what one understands by so- 
cial success, one must begin bv realizing that it 
is not^ alone a capacity for spending money 
rind dispensing lavish hospitality that in the 
. c-Tiallest de-ree constitutes a right to that at- 
tribute. There are qualifications, lai<cn in 
combination with other qualities which are ab- 
solutely indispensable, and would no doubt en- 
sure it, but we find them so seldom allied that 
one must look elsewhere for the elucidation 
of the mystery. The .solution of the ni\-stery — 
if mystery it is — in my mind, is to be found in 
tlic purely personal qualities which some peo- 
ple possess, and of which others are desti- 
tute, but which neither arc responsible for the 
acquisition of, any more than they are for the 
color of their, eyes or hair. 

One reason abovq all lies in the simplicity 
of some natures which are not capable of being 
spoilt by the good things of the world, who 
take them as they come, and who enjoy all 
their good fortune. 

The capacity for enjoyment is one of the 
hapjjiest of gifts, and it goes generally with 
good health and strong vitality. There is in 
■^the power of life and that vigor which it gives, 
one of the greatest secrets of success in every 
pbsit'ion in life. • If we look round among our 
friends, and take the lives of men and women 



who have done good and lasting work, and 
who along with it have won the love and de- 
votioh of those around them, we shall I think 
find that they are possessed of that vital pow- 
er which in a way almost- gives a marvelous 
influence to those who possess it. They arc 
not tiie only fortunate ones of the earth, be- 
cause, on the other hand, there arc those who 
dp npt'cpossess the same kind;pf pO.wer iwlnch; 
great .vitality gives, yet' have a vital; iJd>Y&r' 
■whichf shows itself in other ways,' which' giveV 
them- their place among those whb' obtain the 
success they intend to achieve. 

I have often noticed how strong the power 
of sympathy is in the nature of those of whom 
we are speaking, and that is one of the most 
powerful elements in success in life. It is, I 
think, because they .have so much' reserve ^of 
strength that they shower around them arid 
give to those with whom they have to do, some 
of the superfluity of their happiness and con- 
tent, making the atmosphere in which they 
live brigliter and happier, not only for them- 
selves, but for those about them. My concep-

"No matter how late I get home. I always 
follow oitt a regular programme before I am 
settled,;. for the night, I first. dfja^l-^ take a 
warm' bath. .Then I nib, down well with Turk- 
ish towels... WHen I am all aglow, I slip on 
gown and bathrobe, put my feet into warm 
slippers, and then drink a cup of hot milk and 
eat a biscuit or two. 

"Next I massage my face for about five 
minutes with cold cream. I put another five 
minutes into the work of brushing my hair vig- 
orously.. Then , I am , ready for, , bed; ^ clean, 
wai"m arid well fed, and with a cprnfortable 
sense of having done every duty I should have 
done. , 

"I know that sometimes one feels too tired 
to .get ready to sleep right. One comes home 
fagged out, and the one thought in the mind 
is to get into bed as quickly as po?.sible. Of 
c9urse, if one is very tired, indeed, it requires 
more than ordinary strength of mmd to over- 
■ cOnie' the s'ense of physical fatique to go 
through the somevyhat. lengthy performance 
I have mentioned. 'Still-it can be done, and the 
resulting benefits arc vvcll worth the little 
trouble involved. 

"In the first place, one is pretty sure to 
sleep throii.gh the ni.eht, and that means, of 
course, waking up in the morning feeling fresh 
and wtU a\\d cheerful. In. the second place,, the 
telltale Hiies which night hours, close and 
.stuffy atmospheres, late shippers, and so forth, 
have a nasty habit of marking one's eyes and 
face with, are kept at a respectful distance, and 
one retains one's youth long after those who 
are carele.'^s and indifferent in such matters 
have lost theirs. 

"To go to bed cold is one of the most dead- 
ly sleep-destroying things I kncvy of. You

ALLOWANCES FOR GIRLS 

There is nothing in this world so difficult 
as to lay down a rule, as all reformers or would- 
be reformers have found out in their time. No 
creed Or system of morality could possibly be 
elastic enough for appropriateness and justice, 
and so all the great dogmatists had to he vague 
ill their precepts, with the result that their fol- 
lowers interpret them as they choose, and not 
infrequently make very queer work of them. 

Nothing in this lopsided world is cut to pat- 
tern ; no two lives, no natures, no two sets of 
circumstances are exactly alike. This rather 
knocks the bottom out of the theory that ex- 
])erience is the one school in which to learn the 
lessons of life; i)ecause though experience may 
leach us a vast amount on one subject, the ex- 
act circumstances under which avc acc|uire it 
arc never likely to occur again ; so that much 
which has .cost US so dear iS' wasted.- And if 
experience is not of much use to the acquirer, it 
certainly is of n.b use wdiatever to anybody else. 

These facts make it very hard to lay down 
the law on any subject from the highest codes 
of doctrine to the minor problems of life, of 
which latter the question of "allowances for 
girls" must count as one. This is a nuisance, 
whore one would particularly like to lay down 
the ' law ; but it is indisputable that a question 
of this sort" must :dep6pd;;entirely on circum- 
stances. This mucli ohljr'is certain, the giver 
will think it too mu.ch"' and ■ the receiver will 
think it too little. ' • 

-The;vchief circumstance upon which 3rour 



daughter's allowance must depend is, naturally 
enough, the size of your own income. Even 
Don Dcsperando cannot do more than he can 
do"; and this famous' but somewhat obsture 
nursery character would be hard put to it to 
give^what he had not got; On; the other hand, 
,:a sutn which would be princely' from impecuni- 
'ous'pafents would be very mean from a mil- 
lionaire. Then the size of your fajnily and the 
size of your income may make a very bad fit 
with each other; but of course if the former 
is very much too big for the latter, you are an 
"improvident person," -and' don't 'COunt'.,; - . .. 

Anbthef'impor'taiit'cifcuitistahce ii the posi- 
tion in- life" bf yptir daughter. An allowance 
which would be very good for the daughter of 
a clergyman or a small squire, would "be mis- 
erably inadequate for the daughter of a peer 
or a large landowner. A .girl who lives in a 
villa in a small town, or a cottage in the coun- 
try, and goes perhaps to about half ^a dozen 
parties, in a year, cannot possibly require as ;, 
much pockef money as a young woman 'who'l': 
spends three motiths in London for the sea- 
son, three months traveling, and the rest of th^ 
year in various country houses, and who t^ocs 
to about fifty or sixty balls a .year, besides As- 
cot, Goodwood and a hundred other entertain- 
ments. The world makes certain demands 
upon the upper classes from which the middle 
— fortunately^ri-fol" themselves — are quite ex- 
empt, and of which they are probably ignorant. 
It has been said "noblesse oblige" is out of 
date, but it is not, and never will be, as long 
as there are class distinctions of any sort, which 
is as long as the world lasts. Nothing is hard- 
er than to be unable from want of monc}' to 
]\yc as your k'ind, and being able to live quite 
as well as other people not of your kind do, is 
no compensation.to such a sufferer. , v.;.. r-,;, * 

Then, again, there is your daiighter's dis- 
position to be taken into consideration. She . 
may have cxj)ensive and individual tastes, in 
which case it would be unfair, if, because you 
did not share them, if you refused her the 
means to follow them. You may have one 
daughter that loves dress, cares for riding and 
driving, and is very, fond of society, and an- 
other who prefers the country, hates smart 
clothing, and is perfectly happy in a garden or 
farm yard. It iS: not; strictly speaking, fair to 
allow one ,of"y6ur children less than another, 
but if they agree about it among themselves, 
and are willing, there can be no harm in mak- 
ing .some arrangements in favor of the one 
whose needs arc the greatest. 

Another circumstance Avhich must guide 
parents in giving- all6wanceS' ,to their dailgh- ; 
ters is a consideration of the future; ^It is obvi- 
ously unwise to accustom them to. a consider- 
able allowance unless th'ey will be in a position 
to spend just that amount on themselves all 
their lives Needless unhappiness, and per- 
haps worse, results from such a procedure. It 
is this which makes the difficulty about the fair 
proportion of your income that you should al- 
low your children. The income earned, which 
cannot be bequeathed, dannot be' divided exact- 
ly as is an income inherited. Of course peoplet-- 
argue that it is best to let girls have a good' 
time while they can, especially when they are 
young and there is an uncertainty as to wheth- 
er the hah'con days can hu^t. But though this 
may be quite ri.ght and true in this case, there 
ought to be perfect straightforwardness on the 
point from the, parent.: A- father or. mother in 
this position should say honestly to his, or her, 
children,. "The money I allow you , is'-^arnell 
by myself, or is an annuity, or a jointiire (as 
the case may be). I am willing to do as much 
for you as 1 can during my life time, but you 
must never lose si.ght of the fact that it can 
only be for that length of time." 

It can only be sentiment which introduces 
ambiguity into money matters, and it is fool- 
ish to allow sentiment to trespass on business. 

The. question of money invades- every mo- 
ment bf our lives as soon as we begin to realize ' 
that it is the root of all evil, and it is so very 
unlovely a consideration that it seems a pity to 
begin too young to teach it to children. Noth- 
ing is more nauseating than talk about pounds, 
shillings and pence from a child (except the 
same sort of talk from a grown-up person). 
But. this can be most easily averted by giving 
them allowances when they are fairly young 
and seeing that they are liberal.' If children 
always have money they do not think and talk 
about it so much, arid a comparatively small 
sum seems all the mines of Golconda to a child. 

When a girl enters into her teens, it should' 
be marked by further responsibilities; the al- 
Continued on Page Twelve 
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A girl may go through school, preparatory 
or high school, and college, as a plodder and 
will prizes, or as a dodgef and barely gain her 
diploma. In either case, if she has not been 
educated physically as well as mentally, she is 
only half educated, an unhappy state. The 
higher the mental development we impose on 
girls, the more necessary an accompanying 
physical training. Dr. Thomas Denison Wood, 
professor of physical education^ ai;.Golumbia:- 
University, is authority for the^ statement 'that 
athletics, if practiced within reason, effect only . 
good in women, especially in the ripening 
years. Under careful regulation, from 50 to 
60 per cent of the girls at Barnard College 
and the Horace Mann School participate in 
sports that include pool swimming, basket ball, 
handball, bowling, tennis, running, jumping 
" and adaptation, of games played by women in 
ancient Greece. 

As scholars, the athletic girls rank equal 
with their non-athletic si-sters. This contrast 
to the deficiency often noted in men devoted 
to athletics while in college, is due to the fact 
that college athletics for women have not been 
allowed to reach the danger point of over- 
valuing other branches of the curriculum. 
.. .-.pn the other hand. Dr. Wood believes that 
women as individuals are temperanientally 
more inclined to overdo. Consequently they 
should rarely, if ever, train under the direc- 
tion of a man coach. Standards must be dif- 
ferent for women, even when the sports arc the 
same. This is true particularly of basket ball. 

While sports and games of suitability to 
women should be developed, to be womanly in 
athletics .does hot mean that women should 
be ieffeminate. In tennis and golf, .for in- 
stance, they should not aim for a man's stand- 
ard, but for a woman's. As to the suggestion 
sometimes offered, that men's games tend to 
make a woman mannish, Dr. Wood's judgment 
is, that where such cases are studied, it will 
Usually be found the tendency was innate. 
Women lose nothing, of their high endowment 
as wom^en by proper; proficiency in athletics 
suited to them. 

A point upon which Dr. Wood is em- 
phatic in the year book he has prepared for 
the National Society of Education, is that 
"the activities of physical education should be 
carried on outdoors whenever this is possible." 
The gymnasium should; j be considered an 
emergency space, valuable to be sure, but not 
to, be preferred. • 

So much for the academic aspect of women 
in athletics. 

A college woman who soon put to practi- 
cal use the physical benefits gained in under- 
graduate years is Miss Inez Milholland of 
New York. Her father is John E. j\Iilholland, 
one, of the:chief officials of the American and 
European mail tube system, and was for many 
years editor of the New York Tribune. : At 
Vassar Miss Milholland was captain of a cham- 
pion hockey team, and' member of the track 
team. On May 8, 1909, 011 the annual field 
day at Poughkeepsie, she made a new record 
in putting the eight-pound shot 'a distance of 
31 feet inches. On the same day she made 
another record with a basket ball throw of 
77 feet 9^ inches. 

Her prowess in sport has been overlooked 
to a degree by the celebrity she has since 
achieved as a suffragist and an actual reformer 
it! the interests of the working girh In this 
newer reach of her ambition there is no ques- 
tion but that Miss Milholland's magnificent 
physique and her athletic education have been 
of equal service with her sympathy and intel- 
ligence for an important cause. The woman 
who had spent her student years immersed 
solely in economic studies, not even with the 
best iritentions would have been able to do 
the work of Miss Milholland. It takes some- 
thing more than brain power, any political 
carnpaigner will tell you, to last under the 
strain of months of public speaking indoors 
and out, of conferences here and there at the 
farthest opposite points, at all wild times of 
the day and night. Each faculty of the mind 
and body is wrought to the snapping point in 
such an enterprise; and only a constitution of 
exceiJtional vigor and upbringing can come 
through it unscathed. 

As a sportswoman simply and as a genius 
in her class, Miss May Sutton, the tennis play- 
er, is the blithest product this country has yet 
revealed. She was born in California and be- 
gan to play tennis in her tenth year. At seven- 
teen she was national champion, and by the 
time she reached eighteen had defeated the 
best' women players of Great Britain. , Oddly 
enough, her three sisters. Miss Floretice, -Sut- 
ton, Mrs. Harold Dolg and ■]M!rs.^ Br(3j "Bruce, 
are all experts with the racquet. ' 

The fact of the championship is not so im- 
portant to Miss Sutton as the game itself. She 
is wise enough to know she cannot alway^' re- 
main champion, and consequently is never so 
deeply impressed by her audiences as by the 
chances of beating her opponent. To Miss Sut- 
ton tennis is as good as food, and even more 
necessary. It requires remarkable resource- 
fulness of mind and unlimited muscular energy 
that is both swift and unerring. It has kept her 
in the open air for the best part of her life, and 
she has never known a cold of her own, or been 
afflicted with long illness. On the other hand, 
to insure the endurance requisite for her ath- 
letic career. Miss Sutton has always been care- 
ful about her diet, without being faddish, has 
been punctual in her hours of sleep and rest, 
and simple arid rational in her ideas of dress. 

The result is that she has never had to sub- 
mit to extremes of diet or exercise in prepar- 
ing for a match. Her plan has been to have a 



nprmal.system pf living and thus always to be 
in training. 

. Between tennisr and golf there will always 
lie room for discussion as to which game is 
better suited to women. Walter J. Travis, that 
magician at the ancient game, was disinclined 
to speak of golf or tennis for women on the 
ground that "he is not a woman." Once this 
was admitted, he was persuaded by the argu- 
' ment;4hat : women .;iW0uld^ be iCritically 

ofisen^'ed by a man'"t^ ' ' 

"It has somewhere h^eii; said," Mr. Travis 
ventured, "that tennis is 'too' violent for wo- 
men. Yet there are many women who for 
nerve energy and muscle are as well able to 
stand tennis as men. Then, women like tennis 
because they do not have to walk far awaj'' 
into the country in twos or threes or fours. At 
tennis they play near the clubhouse and all 
their fellbwrraembers. Also, they are surfe of 
spectators. ,. They say that's something.' 

"There are.'women golfers, howeverj who 
play tennis as well — for instance. Miss Har- 
riet Curtiss and her sister Miss Margaret Cur- 
tiss. They havc^bcen playing golf ten years, 
and with a standing we all know. But what- 
ever all the facts for and against tennis may 
he, there can be no doubt that golf is a mag- 
nificent sport for women. 

"All, points are in its favor. A girl may 
learn to play it, and' a matron may take it up 
and get a world of good from the game, though 
she never becomes an expert. What's more, I 
have noticed that most of the women playing 
golf — I mean who play it earnestly— are twen- 
ty-five and over. It saves them from the hot- 
house excitement of too much bridge, wards 
off premature middle age and' keeps them 
healthy ^by enforcing walks in., the open. . . 

"Of course, moderation is as necessary in 
golf as in other sports ; and I am firmly cori- 
vinced that it is an excess fc^r women to enter 
tournaments lasting more than one day. The 
strain of a tournament is such that I lose from 
one to three pounds each time 1 enter one, and 
I am not what is called a nervous man." In 
parenthesis sit may be stated that Walter J. 
Travis, is as rare a specimen of muscle and 
nerve equilibrium as one coiild find.'' 

"It's not the game that wears women out in 
tournaments; it's the extreme nervous tension 
of the contest. John Ward was playing in a 
foursome with a woman as partner. He no- 
ticed the play wear on her till she was verging 
on h3'steria. At the greens she putted ttie 
ball anywhere but towards the hole. People, 
looking on, stared in amazement. In order tp 
calm and reassure her; he said gently: 
^ "'You know, Miss "Lf— r — , .you putt excelr 
lentiy, but you are not acquainted with these 
greens. vSome of them are covered with clover, 
and some have nothing at all.' 

"As a matter of fact," Mr. Travis contin- 
ued, "the greens were all alike. y\.t the next 

one Miss N stood in position at her ball, 

holding the putter, yet made np^further .move.; 
Those about did not know what to mate of 
her. After a long, nerve-racking wait, she 
looked about, saw John and ran up to him. 

" 'Air. AVard,' she asked anxiously, 'will 
you please tell me whether this is a clover 
green, or — or — or, one of the other kind?' 

"That was the end. The poor woman was 
unstrung, she did not know whether she was 
standing on her head or on her feet. That's 
only one instance. There are many others. So 
I believe that tournaments lasting rnpre than 
one day are pernicious for women! But toui>- 
naments "are 'not all the game — ^w;hich.'is thfe. 
best sport- for man or woman, regardless of 
•ige." 

To consider the experimental tesLimony of 
a woman amateur athlete in a form of sport 
comparatively new, no better example could 
be found than Mrs. Joan Newton Cuneo of 
New York, the foremost woman autpmol^ilist 
in the United States. When ydit have Tearried 
that she has driven fifty:miUs.in fifty-two min- 
utes on a circular trotting' track, that she has 
raced three days in succession against a group 
of the fastest men drivers and beaten most of 
them, that she has covered as much as two 
hundred miles in one day in an endurance con- 
test lasting two weeks, you look to meet an 
Amazon, ^not the compactly built woman of less 
than rriedium height, who, in a low voice and 
with a hospitable but steady glance, announces 
herself as Mrs. Cuneo. 

"To my mind, n^-tural^^" she said, "mo- 
toring is one of the most desirable, if not the 
most desirable, of sports for women. Piut they 
I must go at it in the right way. Too many wish 
to start as drivers with a high power car. The 
■:thing to dp is;vtp>bepfmj.v^ 
stick to that car until you've learned 'all about 
it and all about the chances of the road. 

"These are the chief requirements — thor- 
ough familiarity with the machine and full 
preparation for whatever may happen on your 
way. Every car handles different!}', and I be- 
come attached to mine just as I learned in girl- 
hood to love the horse I drove. If a woman has 
never driven a horse or ridden a bicycle, it fol- 
lows that her eyesxanriot be trained to streets 
and highways; and to drive an automo])ile she 
must have sight'; as alert and sure as though 
she were an engineer. Besides, both her hand.s. 
and feet are occupied, so that for complete ex- 
ercise of mind and muscle I do not think my 
favorite .sport can be excelled. 

"Motoring breeds self-reliance and re- 
sponsibility in a woman,,and- keeps; her out-of- 
doors the year 'round in air kin<ls of weather. 
The woman motorist can alwayty" get quickly in 
touch with her friends, can be a more constant 
companion of her husband and children, and 
can learn more about her own country and 
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others than people who depend on the conven- 
tional means of conveyance. If for no other 
reason, an ambitious woman would learn to 
run her own cdr to save the cost of a chaffcur 
and the extra expense and petty forms of graft 
some chauffeurs impose. 

"I do. not think girls should be allowed to 
drive a car unless. they tareiSerious enough to 
give it their undivided attention. A girl may 
^,driyeVthe;<,family pony down the street, and 
'* with'.her^ieyes take in every other girl and all 
the cpn^eptsiof the shop windows. The horse, 
knowiiig:"his''.way and being well-broken, will 
act for her in a case of absent-mindedness. In 
an automobile your brain alone is responsible 
for each suggestion given to the delicate mc- 
chanisrn angSveringj-to 'the mpvement.,pf your 
hands and feet'.' A \v'omari soon learns in auto- 
mobifing, if she hasn't learned it before, that 
• she must look out for herself. She sheds the 
flabbiness of sheer dependence on others. 

"Women have a great advantage over men 
in this, that they are not so prone to bravado. 
I won't say they are not subject to speed 
fever, but even Avhen they have it, they hardly 
take, the foolish risks qf men, 

"As far as I am concerned, if I didn't realize 
, it, from what I've seen and been told, it would 
be clear that I am an exception' as a woman 
motorist. I've won about a dozen cups, quite 
a collection of medals and ribbons, and the 
Klaw-Erlanger trophy for 'The Speed King.' 
You see, they expected a man to win it. I got 
it for doing five miles in five minutes and 
eight seconds. _ Now, I am: no longer allowed 
to'-cpthpete with men in cqntests under the 
laws of the Automobile Association of Am- 
erica. This may be due to consideration for 
me and my sister motorists,' or it may be self- 
appreciation on the part of the men. I have 
my records and I'm fairly proud of them, but 
making records is only an accidental branch of 
the sport. 

"'I'hc important purpose of it is the health 
of body and.soyl Ave vpmen can acquire. It is 
my belief that;npt'Pne:WOman in ten thousand 
is fitted to'tje 'a racing motorist; and I sh'ould 
not advise any woman to take up driving as 
strenuously as I have. ' In two weeks, steady 
. going ^cept nights and Sundays, I lost twen- 
•?ty-six>p<5.iinds on one of my Glidden tours. I 
ca'H^rphly', attribute to a^ fortunate constitution 
my immuh;^ty; from a.ny, after ill.,ej[fects»'"Jt^was 
amusing: ttf me during'ithe Glidd^ffcohtes'ts to 
notice the great parade of rubdown, massage 
and medical precaution most of the men driv- 
ers went through at the. close of a day's run. 
I usejl to lie down in a quiet, darkened room for 
a while and let every single idea flit from my 
consciousness except the will to rest. It seem- 
ed to rile I got just as much benefit from iiiy 
plan, and surely I had less inconvenience. I 
have never really trained to go into a race, un- 
less the orderly outdoor life which has been 
my habit since girlhood can be called training. 

"No, I don't know what the inside of a doc- 
tor's office looks like,- and I can't remember 
when I have had to call for one. All my record 
work has been done purely for the love of it, 
and because I like to prove, that women can do 
■ big. things. Now that licompete no longer, l' 
ride every day, sun, rain or snow, and I've cov- 
ered as much as one hundred: and eight- thou- 
sand miles iti'a year,' - ^ • •■><•' •■ >•>.,: ■ 

"But a woman does not need to do all that 
to enjoy the sport; one of my contentions is 
that^ no woman should let driving become a 
strain, any more than she needs to dress like 
; a freak in a car. If it is a strain, then she has 
not been tauglit correctly ,or she is not play- 
■'ing at the right game for her. Many women 
and some men could never drive a- horse, 
though they might sail a boat. ' My laea of a 
perfect woman driver is the one wdio can find a 
path down the maze of Fifth Avenue traffic 
and hold her seat with all the ease and surety 
rocking chair at home. 
: ■ ."The fear of a breakdown, and the picture 
of a man lying in the mud under a forty-lTor.sc- 
power car, twenty miles from anywhere, dis- 
sua^es iccrtain women from motoring. When 
r began to drive in igor about fifty per cent 
of the cars going out wiould break down; Since 
then perfection in manufacture has rushed''"for- 
ward, so that nearly all contingencies are pro- 
vided against. Tires will burst, of course, on 
the best regulated cars, but I can put on a new 
one,, as could any woman who thoroughly 
knew her machine; moreover, the good okrvil- 
lage blacicsmith. I notice, now harigs under hi,s 
horseshoe signboard the line: 'Automobiles 
Repaired.* \ . \ 

"The immediate need of the automobile is 
the mvention of a . self-starting device.' , To 
crank up is the hardest thing a woman-has to 
do, and the job is one that most men would like 
to make easier. It takes both knack and 
strength, and one can tell only by one's auto- 
mobile sense whether more knack or more 
strength is needed at the precise moment. Yet 
,. once under -way, with your eyes on the road 
and mu.scle and brain delicately co-operating 
with the machine, a woman may ride to new 
horizons and fill the spaces 'of her soul with 
) new life and health.'' ' " 

■ ■ ' - Another woman who has found in motoring 
a source of physical benefit is Annette Keller- 
man, though she is celebrated rather for her 
feats as a swimmer and a diver. Miss Keller- 
man is also an 'expert fencer, and purcl_v for 
training practices toe dancing regularly. Twice 
/ a day during fi/ty-two weeks of the year she. 
appears on the stage for eight minutes. She 
play.s diabolo about three minutes and in the 
remaining five does eleven or tvyelve various 
dives into a tank graced . with woodland 
scenery. Her salary is $1,506 per. v>eek. She 



mav be justly considered, then, as an authority 
on women in athletics from the viewpoint of 
the woman professional. 

Until she was four years old Miss Keller- 
man was obliged to wear iron braces on her 
icgs in order to walk. They hurt her and work- 
ed no cure. A physician suggested that she be 
taught to dance and swim. In her seventh 
year her back became strong. and all the trou- 
ble in her legs had disappeared. She is slen- 
der, vigorous, beautifully formed/ and breathes 
health and enthusiasm. ■ ■ 

"In Australia, where I come . from," she 
said, "you've gbt to be a very good swimmer 
to attract notice, because nine out of ten chil- 
dren swim there, and I've never heard of' one 
-of our wpmeniwhp^didn't s\yim; -Swimming is 
tatight in' the public schbols, arid no toWn is 
too small to have its public bath. 

"I was nine years old when I learned the 
breast stroke, and I had an excellent teacher. 
It is so important that a child should be taught 
correctly from the first, because its little legs 
and muscles are so tender. All children 
should be taught by nine or ten, and if they 
are correctly taught they will never be afraid 
of "the water. ■•■ ' 

"A few years later I learned the most dif- 
ficult of strokes, the trudgeon, which is an 
ideal developer for the chest and shoulders. 
The double propeller motion of this stro.ke 
makes it the most effective for speed. 

"When people used to ask me what I 
should do when I grew up, it was my fancy 
that I would be a singer, or a dancer. My 
mother v/as a famous pianist in Australia, who 
numbered Madame Melba among her pupils. 
Later I came to know how many good singers 
and good dancers there were in the world, and 
it seemed to me the line in which rxbuld hest 
hold my own was swimming. 

"It is wholly due to swimming that I pos- 
sess my symmetry of figure. At eighteen I 
weighed only a hundred and seven pounds, yln 
a few years I have increased that to'oiie liuh-' 
dred and forty, which is normal for my height 
of five feet five inches. My measurement 
round the chest is thirty-seven inches; round 
the hips thirty-eight to thirty-nine inches. 
My shoulders are thirty-nine to forty, and my 
waist twentyrf ive. - , 1* , , .. 

"The greafesl adva'rit'age;.of swimming as 
a physical developer is that it 'develops .all 
the -muscles of the body in harmony. • An^ in 
these days of slim hips no reducer can corny 
pare with it. Also it will bring out the thin, un- 
dersized girl as it did for me. This, because 
swimming develops the muscles, and when a 
thin woman builds up her muscles she becomes 
large ;£:while- the development of muscles in,, a 
,«?tout' wo'rii'm'riieans she must lose fat. ; 

"One mistake I have npticied here is that 
women fool around tod riiucWbiif ore going into 
the water. Tlrtn, if you are syvimming for 
physical development, you should do it regular- 
ly. You can't gain fifty pounds in two weeks, 
and it took me several years of hard exercise 
to accomplish what I have desired. Now I 
vary from that standard only slightly. 

"A woman'should stay in the water a short 
time at first,^ for about five minutes of quick, 
going. SwimHen strokes the first day t-wenty 
the next, and in three monthsj by.gi-adual Jn-r, 
crease, you will be able to do a quafW of a , 
mile easily. 

"In my opinion the best place for a woman 
to swim in America is in a swimming pool, for 
no woman can exercise properly if she is all 
rigged up in a fancy bathing suit, corsets, etc. 
And then if men and vvpmen bathe. together on., 
a beach, women must 'think more of now they 
look than lofjphysicar training. 

"When I am swimming I seldom take any 
other exercise, except a run in the open. But 
when I am not swimming and much confined, 
as at present, I take other exercises in order to 
keep in condition. 

"As for diet, I have no especial regimen, 
exccnt that T a\'oid meat. In Paris I was trou- 
bled will) rlii:iiiiiaLibiu as the lOsull of Illy long- 
distance feats in the \vatcr. On my doctpr.'s,adf 
vice I stopped eating- meat and have not had 
rheumatism since. I eat oj'sters, vegetables, 
fish— --vegeterian food, in a word — and I love 
ice-cream and candy. .1 , don't believe good 
candy ever' hurt anyone,' if eaten in modera- 
tion." 

At this season when swimming is more gen- 
erally indulged in than at any other, it is in- 
teresting to have, by way of comparison, the ex- 
perience of another woman swimmer, wdio is 
also a fencer, stroke in a, ladies'^ four-^ared 
barge and a fast, playier of tennis.- Such diverse 
proficjency makesjher a-.repres^ 
pie of the all-around woriiari'-athlete. ' ■ • '' 

Miss Elaine Golding of Bath Beach,_ N.Y., 
is nineteen years of age, and her interest in' ath- 
letics is wholly that of an amateur. She was 
put into the ocean for the first time when she 
was three, and at five swam an exhibition race 
of twenty yards, winning, a medal. At eleven 
she swam'in a race across theJNarrows of New 
Yorlp^jfiay, and :Wpn by a' wide^;m 

■'■ "iri' iwhafever form of athletics'^T compete'it 
is strictly because of my love for spprt," slie 
said. "Athletics do not interfere with the seri- 
ous business of my life, which, since leaving 
high scho.ol, Iia.s been to live at home and study 
music and painting, in which arts I hope to 
aciiicve something. All my family are expert 
swimmers, and in summer there's hardly a day. 
we do not go into the water, In winter I swim 
about once in two weeks, dxcept when I am, 
training for a race. 'In summer, as a rule, I 
swim from one to three hours each day. 

*'Being stronger and heavier than the aver- 
age girl of my years, I can do this, but I do not 



counsel it to others, though •T-suf£er ;no ill ef- 
fects; and am not even fatigiTed-'by^it. To me 
it seems that for the average woman a short 
swim, and in the sunlight, is best. 

"In moderation I believe swimming and 
other suitable branches of athletics will de- 
velop a woman's body and keep her in health.

Among American sportswomen, Mrs. Adolf 
Ladenbcrg of New York, has for years occu- 
pied the foremost place for distinction, gallan- 
try, an.dr.daring. as- a>rider to -houndsf She w:as 
Miss' Eniilj'- Stevens and is the window of the 
late Adolf Ladenbcrg, the banker. On occasion, 
she has shown no mean skill in driving a four- 
in-hand or in managing a racing thirty-footer. 
But it is as a rider that one always thinks of 
her, though her, social talents and position have 
alone been sufficient to have made her a'figure'- 
of importance and attractiveness. 

. There , is a place for women in athletics as 
there 'is for a man. Proper sport does not 
coarsen her fibre, but only strengthens it. Nor 
docs it blow the charm from her womanhood. 
It keeps her an active social unit in school and 
college, and impresses on her the great prin- 
ciple of fair play, which is as vital as other 
philosophies there acquired.
